Henry named Athlete of the Year 


presented with the 1998 AMA /Speedvision Athlete of the 
Year Award at the AMA National Champions Awards Ban- 
quet, held on November 21 in Las Vegas, Nevada. 

Henry was chosen over a field of nominees that included 
AMA. Superbike National Champion Ben Bostrom, World Team 
Cup Speedway Champions Greg Hancock and Billy Hamill, five- 
time AMA Supercross Champion Jeremy McGrath and nine-time 
AMA Grand National Champion Scott Parker. 

In winning the 1998 AMA 250cc National Motocross Champi- 
onship, Henry became the first person to do so on a four-stroke 
motorcycle, having ridden his Yamaha YZ400 to overall wins in 
Washougal, Washington; Budds Creek, Maryland; and his home- 
town track of Southwick, Massachusetts. 

Though Henry received the headline award of the night, no 
one received an ovation like the one given to three-time World 
Champion and two-time AMA Grand National Champion Kenny

Achievement Award by AMA president Ed Youngblood. Roberts 
was also presented with the 1980 Yamaha TZ500 that he rode to 
victory in the first three GPs of the 1980 season. 

In an AMA Awards Banquet first, Roberts then proceeded to 
bump-start the 500cc Yamaha in the banquet hall at the Flamingo

Cagiva is on schedule to begin the long- 
awaited production of the MV Agusta 
F4 in November, according to company 
boss Claudio Castiglioni. 

“We should build the first 20 bikes or 
so before Christmas out of the 200 'Serie 
Oro’ limited-edition first-run models," 
he says, “with the balance finished early 
in the new year. After that, we plan to 
start volume production of the ‘Serie 
Argento’ (silver, as opposed to gold) 
next April, after evaluating the response 
of our first customers to the bike in use.” 

Two production lines at the compa- 
ny’s new Cassinetta plant are now in 
full operation, struggling to keep up 
with demand for the good-selling Gran 
Canyon 900 and Husqvarna model 
range, as well as manufacturing the new 
50cc Cucciolo scooter and 125cc Planet 
commuter bike. 

A 125cc four-stroke version of the 
Cucciolo is under development and will 
be launched in March, another product 
of the 155 people in all that Castiglioni 
says he has working on R&D projects at 
CRC San Marino under Massimo Tam- 
burini, and at the home base in Varese. 

"We've invested $100 million in 
Cagiva in the past 18 months," he says, 
“none of it a direct result of our sale of 
Ducati. Our income from that has 
served mainly to improve cash flow and 
allow us to concentrate on rebuilding 
Cagiva to its former position as Italian 
market leader, before suffering the dis- 
traction of rescuing Ducati from extinc- 
tion a decade ago. For this reason, I’ve 
decided that we will not consider racing 
the MV Agusta officially in superbike 
events until the year 2000, at the earliest. 
I want to make sure our engineers are 
focused 100 percent on getting the F4 
into volume production and raising the 
levels of quality control to the maximum 
degree, commensurate with the high 
expectations of such a glorious, prestige 
marque. Nothing else niatters more - 
racing can wait till we have the F4 road 
bike fully established in production." 

Okay - so which customer will be the 
first to break ranks and grid up an MV 
Agusta in top-level competition for the 
first time in over two decades - albeit on 
a privateer basis, without factory assis- 
tance? Because make no mistake, it will 
happen. 


Peugeot, motorcycle 
With Voxan about to start production of 
its range of 1000cc 72-degree V-twin 
models, France will soon once again 
have the motorcycle industry it has 
essentially lacked since World War II. 
Throughout this century, though, one 
French company has established a repu- 
tation for innovative design of powered 
two-wheelers of all kinds, even though 
for the past half-century it has focused 
exclusively on the scooters and mopeds 
with which it tops sales charts in many 
European countries, including Britain. 
That company is Peugeot, and 
though it's often a surprise to some that 
the French automotive giant should 
rival BMW in owning such a successful 
two-wheeled division, the company that 
founder Jean-Francois Peugeot began 
back in 1811 to manufacture machinery 
for making braces to put into ladies' 
corsets was one of the pioneer firms in 
the evolution of the motorcycle, whose 
products were renowned before World 
War I for their engineering sophistica- 
tion and daring. The 500cc Peugeot GP 
racer of this era was the world's first 
DOHC eight-valve parallel-twin, fol- 
lowed in the 1920s by its SOHC counter- 
part, which was the first Grand Prix 
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Bimota bought 


It's a done deal. As reported in these columns 
over the past six months, the drawn-out 
takeover of Bimota by a group of investors head- 
ed by former Laverda boss Francesco Tognon 
has now been concluded. 

As of October 13, Tognon now controls the 
fortunes of the prestige Italian marque, which he 
plans to revitalize by concentrating on Bimota's 
traditional core values of leading-edge chassis 
technology, clothed in stunning styling, the 
whole developed in and promoted by high-pro- 
file parscpaton in top-level road race competi- 
tion. 

To this end, in spring of 1999, Tognon intends 
to introduce restyled, uprated versions of two of 
Bimota’s most popular models ever: a power-up 
RR version of the top-selling Suzuki GSX-R1100- 
engined SB6R, and the revived YB8 Furano, now 
to be fitted with a Yamaha YZF1000 Thunderace 
motor instead of the FZR1000 EXUP engine pre- 
viously used. 

The SB6RR in particular is expected to feature 
strongly in the new Stockbike series being run as 
a support class to World Superbike in 1999. 
Also, Tognon plans to establish a separate race 
department outside the Rimini factory, most 
probably - for fiscal reasons - in the nearby hill- 
top republic of San Marino, where Bimota alum- 
ni and former chief engineers Massimo Tam- 
burini (head of Cagiva's CRC) and Pierluigi 
Marconi (Aprilia R&D) have already encamped: 
It's getting crowded up there! 

Current plans call for Bimota's race operation 
to be brought in-house, under the control of 
longtime marketing executive Davide Genghini, with team 
manager Stefano Caracchi in charge of day-to-day operation. 

Bimota will contest the 1999 World Supersport series with 
works YB9 racers while at the same time developing the Super- 
bike version of the TL1000R Suzuki-powered SB8R due to enter 
full production in February, ready for a full-on two-rider works 
team to contest the 2000 World Superbike Championship. 

As part of that development, Bimota will compete in the 1999 
World Endurance series via its current German and new British 
importers, using an uprated version of the preproduction SB8R 
which already won the prototype class in the Spa 24 Hours and 
Bol d’Or this year. A lightweight version of the same bike is 
being raced by British public roads specialist Simon Beck in the 
Macau GP in November, while the new British importers, Pre- 
mier Motors, are planning a three-bike works team for the 1999 
Isle of Man TT in an effort to emulate Bimota’s last World-title 
success, when Virginio Ferrari won the 1987 TT Formula One 
World Championship with the fuel-injected YB4EIR. 

Finally, the new Ducati 900SS-powered DB4, launched at 
Intermot and due to begin production in January, will also com- 
pete in the 1999 Sound of Thunder World Series, which Bimota 
won with the Vee-Two Australia-powered DB2R back in 1996. 

Such a heavy commitment to competition has two purposes 
in commercial terms, as it affects road-bike production, says 
Tognon. 

"We must make Bimota a respected name once again, one 
that people talk about and admire, for the quality of our race- 
derived products and the success they achieve on the race 
track,” he says, "But as well, we must re-establish the technical 
link between racing and the models we sell to our customers. 
Within the limits imposed by homologation, a Bimota street bike 
must be a racer with lights, conveying the excitement of the race 
track to our customers when they ride it on the street." 

Suzuki's apparent disinterest in pursuing development of the 


TL1000R in Superbike form (it won't be raced officially by the 
Yoshimura AMA team in 1999, as it was this year, nor at World 


Superbike level) leaves Bimota to assume the role of making the 


Japanese V-twin a winner via the SBSR, albeit in a chassis very 


different from the donor bike's. "The next-best thing to having 
our own four-stroke engine!" says Tognon. 

_ Of course, Bimota already has its own two-stroke V-twin 
engine in a racer-with-lights, in the form of the 500cc Vdue 
whose troubled career helped bring the company to its knees. 
Tognon refuses to be drawn out regarding his future plans for 


this model, other than to reaffirm that Bimota will take full 
responsibility for those bikes already delivered to customers ` 
that have not yet been recalled. 


Alongside his choice as chief engineer, Francesco Medici, 


who has been working inside Bimota in a preparatory role for 


the past four months, Tognon has now appointed as commercial 
director in charge of day-to-day operations the former 
Ducati /Cagiva general manager and former Fiat executive Mas- 


simo Marmotti. 
—. "Bimota looks to have touched bottom, been saved from 
drowning, and is is now ready to start swimming hard again,” 


Says a leading execu- 
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Francesco Tognon, former boss at 
Laverda, has finalized his deal to buy

tive in another Italian 
manufacturer. “This 
is good for all of us in 
the Italian bike 
industry, because 
although their pro- 
duction volume will always be extremely small and not many 
people can afford to buy their bikes, the charismatic appearance 
and technical allure of their products rubs off on us all, and 
helps create a positive image for La Moto Italiana. This is good 
news...." 

The main reason for the delay in the Tognon takeover of 
Bimota - apart from negotiating suitable terms with former 
owner SCM (understood to have retained a minority interest in 
the company) - was his need to extricate himself honorably from 
his commitments to Laverda, now 90-percent owned by the 
Spezzapria and Brazzali families, who have recently made a sig- 
nificant new capital investment in the company. 

This will enable more manufacturing operations to be 
brought in-house, as well as jump-start development of the 
900cc Jota triple, which has been sidelined in the wake of the 
recent upheaval in ownership. According to new sales director 
Aurelio Lolli, the very compact, prototype fuel-injected three- 
cylinder 12-valve engine is now expected to run on the dyno for 
the first time before the end of the year, en route to a projected 
launch at the Milan Show next September. 

Before that, Laverda's 800TTS rival to the Yamaha TDM, 
launched at Intermot with a long-stroke version of the 180- 
degree parallel-twin engine from the 7505 (chosen for its combi- 
nation of improved torque coupled with high-speed perfor- 
mance over the 360-degree version Laverda has had under 
development), is scheduled to enter production in June, says 
Lolli, to coincide with the opening of Laverda's own U.S .distri- 
bution operation in Houston, Texas, in May. | 

Recently recruited, fresh from a 10-year career with nearby 
Aprilia, is new chief designer Alberto Cappella, who's responsi- 
ble for the TTS and who is already working on the new genera- 
tion of 900-1200cc triples.. Laverda is set to increase production 
slightly to 2500 bikes in 1999, says Lolli, preparatory to stepping 
up numbers big-time in the new millennium. 

"We recognize that the three-cylinder project only makes 
sense if we go for volume," he says. "The economy of scale will 
allow us to price the models at an affordable cost, if we make a 
reasonable number of units each year, without compromising 
quality or the exclusivity of the marque. All our efforts in the 
past few months have been aimed at raising quality and prepar- 
ing the ground for production of large-capacity bikes in serious 
numbers, when the triple comes on line. 750cc machines have a 
healthy but ultimately limited market. For Laverda to grow sig- 
nificantly, we need to focus on bigger bikes - so that's what 
we're doing." 

Plans still call for the Jota to enter Superbike racing, though à 
serious factory-backed effort now isn't expected before 2001 at 
the earliest.

With Moto Guzzi's own chain-drive 
superbike on hold while the company 
works through its executive upheavals, 
Dutchman Eric Willemsee has built his 


The recent executive upheavals at Moto Guzzi raise a question over the time scale for 
development of the next-generation 75-degree V-twin chain-drive VA-10 family of 
engines designed by former chief engineer Angelo Ferrari before he left the company in 
the wake of ongoing disputes with chief executive Oscar Cecchinato - who has also since

first revealed in this column, the Strath- 
carron SC4 sports car powered by a Tri- 
umph 1200cc four-cylinder motorcycle 
engine has been announced, and is set 
to be launched in final production form 
at the Geneva Motor Show next March. 

Based on a concept by General 
Motors designer Simon Cox, the SC4 is a 
product that Bedfordshire-based Strath- 
carron - which specializes in preproduc- 
tion development for major car manufac- 
turers - has developed for both road use 
and racing. This means that, whereas the 
stock Triumph engine as fitted to the 
Trophy 1200 delivers 125 bhp fitted with 
fuel injection and a catalytic converter in 
the 1330-pound Strathcarron prototype 
road car, the race version has been tuned 
to produce 175 bhp, good for a projected 
top speed of 150 mph for the 1110- 
pound motor car. This features a com- 
posite monocoque chassis developed by 
race-car specialists Reynard, which cur- 
rently dominates CART racing and 
which is about to enter Formula One 
with Jacques Villeneuve's British Ameri- 
can team in 1999. Its Bicester factory is in 
the heart of Britain's Gasoline Valley. 

With the body constructed from a 
lightweight Dutch-made alloy called 
Hylite, the spartan two-seater resembles a 
four-wheeled motorbike and is targeted to 
rival the Lotus Elise and Renault Spider 
and to cost less than 20,000 pounds when 
production begins in September next year. 

Strathcarron - whose technical direc- 
tor, Colin Spooner, joined the company 
from Lotus, after working alongside for- 
mer Norton-mounted TT-winner Peter 
Williams in the design department - 
plans to start a one-make race series for 
the car in 2000 or 2001. 

“We're delighted to be involved in 
such an interesting project as this, which 
has the added benefit of being all-British,” 
says Triumph sales director Bruno Taglia- 
ferri, who confirms it's the first time that 
Triumph has agreed to supply engines to

TRARALGON, AUSTRALIA, NOV. 10-15 
inland and Sweden might be 
neighbors in the atlas, but their bat- 
tle for this year's top honor at the 

73rd International Six Days Enduro in 

Australia was anything but neighborly. 

The two world rivals clashed right 
from the start, with Sweden gaining the 
upper hand after the first day of compe- 
tition. Throughout the week, the two 
teams traded the lead back and forth, 
and heading into the deciding day-six 
MX tests, Sweden held an 11.98-second 
lead over Finland. But the Swedes were 
worried. They knew that maintaining 
the slim points lead would be tough 
against the well-rounded Finnish team. 
Too tough, as it turned out. 

The MX tests favored the Finns, who 
caught and passed the Swedes in the 
final day of competition to win their sec- 
ond ISDE in three vears. 

^We are so happy," said a cham- 
pagne-soaked Kari Tianen, a member of 
the winning six-man crew. "We are a 
small country, and to come here where 
everyone is on equal ground and win is 
just fantastic. It's unbelievable." 

The Australian Trophy team, led by 
overall individual winner Shane Watts 
on a KTM 125, finished third, just 7.45 
seconds ahead of Italy, last year's win- 
ning team. 

Rounding out the top five overall 
was France. 

The Pro Grip-sponsored United 
States World Trophy Team came to 
Australia with high hopes of producing 
a win. After all, the high-powered teams

from Europe would be 
working out of containers 
(just like the American 
team has always done in 
the past) and there would 
be no home-turf advan- 
tage. In addition, this 
would be the third year in 
a row that the majority of 
the United States team 
members have competed 
together. But the results 
they were hoping for sim- 
ply didn’t pan out. 

The team - Ty Davis, 
Scott Summers, Rodney 
Smith, Chris Smith, Destry 
Abbott and Randy 
Hawkins - just couldn't 
quite keep pace with the European grass- 
track specialists in the various tests held 


throughout the week. A couple of 
mechanical breakdowns didn't help their . 


cause, and when all was said and done, 
the United States Trophy Team headed 
back home a disappointing ninth. The 
team spent most of the week planted in 
sixth place but dropped to ninth on the 
last day when Rodney Smith's Suzuki 
RM125 seized in the MX test. 

If there was any kind of a silver lin- 
ing, though, it would be that the Ameri- 


can team did display some improve- 
ment from previous years. 

“Going over the scores afterwards, 
you can see that, overall, our times are 
generally about five seconds better than 
they've been in the past," said team 
manager Dave Bertram. "If we can 
shave off a few more seconds and elimi- 
nate the mistakes, we'll be there. 

"This was also by far the most orga- 
nized we've ever been," Bertram added. 
"Now that we have that down, we're 
going to have to concentrate on tech- 








nique and grass-track training for next 
year's ISDE in Portugal." 

This year's "Top American" was 
Montclair Yamaha-backed WR400F- 
mounted Ty Davis, who competed in 
the 400cc Four-Stroke class. He dropped 
the least amount of points of all the 46 
American riders who traveled to Aus- 
tralia. Of these 46 riders, only three rid- 
ers didn't finish. In all, the American 
contingent earned. 12 gold medals, 28 
silver medals, one bronze medal, and 
two went home with "finishers" honors. 








In the Junior World division, it was 
another close finish for the win; unfortu- 
nately, it did not involve the Stars and 
Stripes. Once again, Sweden was lead- 
ing (by 13.86 seconds) going into the 
final day of competition, only to lose out 
again, this time to Spain by just 4.74 sec- 
onds. Australia again took third, fol- 
lowed by France and Italy. The United 
States Junior World team - Brian Garra- 
han, Jason Raines, Robbie Jenks and 
AMA. National Enduro Champion Mike 
Lafferty - finished sixth. 

Opening day got under way beneath 
gray skies, but the sun would soon break 
through the mist and clouds and shine 
brightly on the rain-starved trails. Dust 
would be the topic of the day for the 403 
riders who started the two-loop, 200- 
plus-mile, day-one course, which includ- 
ed 13 time controls and four timed spe- 
cial-test sections - two cross tests and 
two enduro tests, each run twice. 

None of the American Trophy team 
riders, however, got off to particularly 
great starts in the event's first timed spe- 
cial test: a cross test that was laid out 
over a grassy hillside, as were most of 
the tests. Small get-offs and slide-outs 
hindered many of the overanxious 
American Trophy riders, including 
Davis. 

"Actually, I was feeling really good," 
Davis said. "I guess I was a little too 
confident, pushing too hard, and lost 
the front end. My first time was pretty 
ugly." 

Davis quickly bounced back and set 
times in the remaining tests that rivaled 
classmates World 500cc MX Champion 
Joel Smets and Swede Bjorne Carlsson. 

Like Davis, Rodney Smith also 
crashed in the first test but later 
rebounded.

"In the first test, the way the banners 
(that lined the course) were set up, it 
looked as though the course went 
straight," Smith said. "But when I real- 
ized it made a turn, it was too late. I 
blew right through the banners and 
crashed pretty good." 

But the crash ended up being the 
least of Smith's problems. Shortly there- 
after, his RM125 started losing power, 
and by the end of the day, he limped 
into parc ferme with a motorcycle that 
barely ran. 

“I first started noticing it towards the 
end of the first loop," Smith said. "By 
the end of the day, there wasn't any 
compression left, and I had to bump- 
start it out of the last three checks. Then 
I had to push it up some big hills - it just 
had no power." 

Smith had about 10 minutes at parc 
ferme before having to impound his 
bike, and he went to work to replace the 
cylinder and piston. He couldn't quite 
complete the rebuild before having to 
push his bike into the impound area. 

"The locator pin in the piston came 
out," Smith said later while displaying a 
badly scarred and gouged piston. | 

Smith managed to complete the top- 
end overhaul during the 10-minute 
work period the next morning. 


American Trophy rider Randy 
Hawkins, riding a WR400 Yamaha, was 
content with his day-one ride, but he 
did admit to making one mistake in the 
enduro test. 

“I stalled the engine, and that cost me 
a few seconds,” Hawkins said. “And 
things didn't get any better when I 
caught up to another rider and had to 
deal with his dust.” 

Like all the riders, Hawkins com- 
plained about the dust. 

“It was like riding with duct tape 
over your goggles," he said. 

Kawasaki KX250-mounted Destry 
Abbott rode well, but he still wasn't sat- 
isfied with his times, either, simply say- 
ing, “I rode like a spode." 

Scott Summers, on the other hand, 
got off to a good start in the 500cc Four- 
Stroke class. In two of the tests, Sum- 
mers turned in the second-best class 
times on his XR600 - once finishing sec- 
ond to eventual class winner Anders 
Eriksson and once to Tianen. 

Despite stopping the clocks with 
decent test scores, American Trophy 
rider Chris Smith was depressed about 
being assessed 20 late-start penalty 
points when his Honda XR250R refused 
to start within the morning's allotted 60- 
second start window. 





"The bike fouled a plug - kind of a 


wacky deal," Smith said. "I had to push 


the bike across the start line, then 
change the spark plug." 

The many small and untimely falls 
by the American Pro Grip Trophy team 
riders in the special tests cost plenty. 
After the first day, the team was ranked 
sixth, and they had a lot of catching up 
to do. Led by Husqvarna four-stroke 
rider Eriksson, Team Sweden was on 
top of the leaderboard, followed by 
France, Finland, Italy and Australia. 

The United States Junior World team 
didn't fare much better on opening day. 
They, too, suffered small crashes in the 
special tests, hampering their quest for 
gold. 

Like the Trophy team, the United 
States Junior World team finished out 
the day in sixth place. Leading the way 
was Sweden, followed by Spain, France, 
Italy and Australia. . 

Riders were introduced to a new trail 
on day two. Two 85-mile loops, includ- 
ing one cross test and one enduro test 
(each timed twice), were on tap for the 
day. 

Early on, however, rumors reached 
the American pits that Abbott was in 
trouble with a possibly seized motor. 
Later on, Abbott confirmed these

rumors while his broken bike rested in 
the back of a pickup truck outside the 
American pits. | ' 

“Two corners from the end of the 
cross test, the motor let go,” a dejected 
Abbott said. “I pushed it across the fin- 
ish and figured it was the lower end that 
gave out. It's strange, because there was 
no warning at all; otherwise, I might not 
have pushed so hard in the test. 

“I'm bummed,” Abbott added. “This 
is the worst feeling I’ve ever had racing. 
You work so hard, you get the opportu- 
nity to ride on the Trophy team, and this 
happens. Now I'm just a spectator." 

Still, the United States team was not 
out of the hunt. With the throwaway 
rule in affect - a relatively new rule that 
allows each team to toss out its worst 
score at the end of each day, in this case 
Abbott's - the American team could 
push on, but there would be no more 
room for errors. 

Meanwhile, in the day-two special 
tests, the rest of the American Trophy 
team was trying to make up for lost 
time. One rider to improve was Davis. 

"| beat Joel (Smets) in two of the tests 
today, but it was close," Davis said after 
his ride. "But, in the other two tests, he 
beat me by like three seconds! I don't 


know what to do. Otherwise, everything 
is going good." 

After completing his top-end over- 
haul in the morning, Rodney Smith 
headed out on the trail, but he couldn't 
get warmed up in time for the first spe- 
cial test of the day (the cross test). 

"| was just too cautious on the wet 
grass, especially with used tires," said 
Smith, who did not have time to mount 
a fresh set of knobbies after having 
spent all of his spare time replacing the 
piston and cylinder. "After that, my test 
times were okay, but I was still about 
three seconds off (125cc-class leader) 
Shane Watts' times." 

Despite posting decent special-test 
times through day two, Summers was 
not content with his performance thus 
far. 

“It's kind of frustrating,” Summers 
said. "I'm 13 seconds off the pace. I 
don't think I'm carrying enough speed 
through the corners. I'm just not used to 
sprinting here. I tried harder today; 
maybe I need to slow down to go faster. 
Maintaining corner speed is the main 
part of the game in the Six Days." 

Hawkins continued to post solid 
times on day two, as did fellow Trophy 
team rider Chris Smith. 











"It's rough out there," Smith said. 
"The trails are getting choppy. I'm 
gassing it, but it doesn't seem like I’m 
going forward - just bouncing up and 
down." 

After day two, Team USA main- 
tained, its hold on sixth place but was 
losing ground on the leading teams. 
Continued quick times by Watts helped 
lift Team Australia from fifth to third, 
while Sweden slightly extended its lead 
over Finland to 16 seconds. Italy still 
held on to fourth, with France dropping 
from third to fifth. 

Spain and Australia dueled for the 
day's top results in the Junior World 
division. After adding up all eight 
rider's times through the day's four spe- 
cial tests, less than one second separated 
the two teams, with the nod going to 
Spain. Sweden was only 13 seconds 
behind in third, followed by Italy, 
France and the United States. 

Just as he had done the previous day,

"| kept it up on two wheels all day, 
today," Lafferty said jokingly. 

One of Lafferty's teammates, Brian 
Garrahan, said, "I'm not doing too good 
in the grass tracks (cross tests), but my 
terrain (enduro) tests have been okay." 

In the overall standings after day 
two, Spain had overtaken Sweden for 
the Junior World lead, while Italy had 
slipped past France for third. Close 
behind in fifth was Australia, followed 
by the United States. 

And then the rains came. 

Throughout day two, clouds slowly 
accumulated and eventually turned 
black with moisture. By the time riders 
started impounding their bikes at the 
end of the day, the wet stuff started 
coming down. It rained heavily and 
steadily throughout the night and into 
the next day. As the riders left the start 
line to begin day three, it started to rain 
even harder. 

Small streams turned into swollen 
rivers, and the once dry and dusty Aus- 
tralian countryside turned into a slip- 
pery mess of brown goop. 

Before slithering into check three, the 
early-numbered riders managed to get 
through the first three special tests and ` 
at least one dangerously fast-flowing ` 
river. It was at check three that the day’s

competition was officially stopped. At 
that time (roughly 10 a.m.), the late- 
numbered riders had just completed (or 
had at least reached) the first test. Most 
of the riders were more than happy to 
hear the news. Since many of the motor- 
cycles had experienced some kind of 
water damage during the short ride, the 
event organizers gave all of the riders a 
4 p.m. deadline to reimpound their 
motorcycles. Many of the riders used 
this six hours of free time at parc ferme 
to change tires, rebuild top ends, replace 
clutches, clean air filters, change oil, and 
perform other maintenance duties. As a 
precaution, Rodney Smith used the time 
to replace his top end again. 

^They (the organizers) had really no 
choice but to cancel the day," said club 
rider Curt Wilcox while changing the 
front tire on his WR400 Yamaha in the 
pouring rain. ^It's pretty bad out there." 

Summers said that one river was so 
bad that only about the first 100 riders 
managed to get to the other side, many 
of them employing the "T'Il-help-you-if- 
you-help-me" method of crossing. 

^We rode through the first terrain 
test. It wasn't timed," Summers said. 
"Then we came to the cross test and 
were timed, then we came to another 
terrain test and were timed again. Two 








miles later, we came to the river cross- 
ing. The water was over the airboxes 
and deeper. People were literally help- 
ing each other carry their bikes. The cur- 
rent got so bad, it was scary. I got to the 
point where I had just rolled my front 
wheel over the bank to cross when Kari 
Tianen yelled, ‘No, don’t do it, some- 
one's going to drown! We should stop.' 
He convinced everyone else not to go." 

Even Sala was glad the day was 
called off. 

“Tt was good that the organizers 
stopped it," Sala said. "The course was 
still good, but the rivers were not possi- 
ble to cross. Maybe you cross, maybe 
you get water in your engine." 

Chris Smith, who was on an earlier 
minute than Summers, managed to ride 
across the river. 

"At one point, the water went over 
the seat," Smith said. "The motor came 
close to flooding but it kept running." 

“It was the deepest river I ever 
crossed," said Hawkins, who, while 
crossing, lost his footing and, had it not 
been for a Swede who grabbed him, 
might have been swept away in the 
swift current. 

Smith was one of the few riders who 
did not approve of the stoppage. 

"My best thing is the mud," Smith 





said. "Hey, I can't ride in the dust, but I 
did on the first day, and when it got 
muddy, they stopped it. I thought I 
could've really excelled if they hadn't 
canceled the day. This really hurts me. I 
had good tests, and I think that all of the 
Trophy riders' times should count - after 
all, they all rode the tests." 

American club rider Jason Dahners, 


who hails from Washington, said, 


“Heck, when it rains like this at home, 
we go riding.” 

Not only the riders were having a 
tough time in the mud; so were the 
checkpoint personnel, who were finding 
it difficult, if not impossible, to drive 
their four-wheeled support vehicles (i.e., 
rental cars) to their destinations. 

The rain continued to fall through the 
night and again into the next morning. 
Before the sun rose, the organizers were 
scrambling to reroute day four’s flooded 
course and were forced to delay the start 
by four hours. The organizers eventual- 
ly found a cross test that wasn’t sub- 
merged in water and ran the riders 
directly to it on mostly paved roads, 
then ran them back to parc ferme, where 
they prepared themselves for another 
short trip around the 40-mile loop and 
cross test. 

John Hall, the cleark of the course,

said: "After all the rain in the last 48 
hours, all our plans from the past two 
years have gone. The guys (course 
workers) were out this morning in the 
pitch black, trying to get the course 
organized - it was hopeless. The course 
designers are really upset that all their 
work has come to this - some really nice 
sections are not even going to be used 
after months of work." 

The first time around the grass track 
on this wet day was a slippery run for 
the riders, but by the time they came 
back for their second test, the sun had 
busted through the clouds and, accord- 
ing to Chris Smith, transformed the dirt 
into ^100-percent traction." 

It was here where the European rid- 
ers truly displayed their grass-track 
expertise by using unorthodox lines 
through the turns, setting up wide and 
cutting in, and criss-crossing over the 
main-line ruts and grooves, which 
enabled them to carry speed all the way 
around the course. In sharp contrast, 
many of the American riders were 
unable to resist the inviting berms, only 
to - at times - find themselves suckered 
into footpeg-deep ruts. The result? Less- 
than-stellar test scores by the Ameri- 
cans. |

into one of those ruts and it cost him 
dearly. He ended up finishing the sec- 
ond test some 11 seconds off the class- 
best time turned in by Italian Stefano 
Passeri. Summers also struggled 
through both tests, later admitting that 
he was disgusted with his times. 

“I’m ashamed of myself and 
ashamed to be wearing this (Team USA) 
helmet," he said. “In a test that's four 
minutes long, I’m 23 seconds off the 
(Eriksson’s) pace. | was determined to 
make up my time the second time 
through, but I crashed right off the start. 
After that, I was so mad I couldn't even 
think. I’m sick to my stomach about it.” 

Summers’ time was nearly 45 sec- 
onds slower than Eriksson’s the second 
time around the test. | 

“I think my problem is,” Summers 
reasoned, “that I’m good at going pretty 
fast for a long time, but bad at going 
really fast for a short time.” 

Like Smith, Davis got hung up in a 
rut in the first test, resulting in an un- 
Davis-like time. His second time 
through was only slightly better. 
Hawkins' times were about on par with 
Davis'. 

Chris Smith was the only American 
Trophy rider finding some success in 
the day-four test. His times in the 250cc 


Four-Stroke class were fifth and seventh 
fastest. 

In the team competition, the Finnish 
Trophy riders fared well in the two 
tests, taking over the lead from Sweden. 
France also did well, moving up to 
third, followed by Italy and Australia, 
who dropped back despite Watts’ third 
class-winning performance of the week. 

Team USA held its grip on sixth but 
allowed the seventh-place team from 
the Czech Republic to close to within 20 
seconds. | 

Sweden, however, managed to hang 
on to their lead in the Junior World divi- 
sion, but by only two seconds over 
Spain. A distant third sat France, fol- 
lowed by Italy and Australia. Garrahan, 
Raines, Jenks and Lafferty continue 
their hold on sixth. |

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Effects of the rain still lingered into 
day five, a day that was supposed to 
have been one of the longest and tough- 
est of the event. But washed-out trails 
and deep streams forced major course 
alterations. Many sections were elimi- 
nated, and the day was shortened from 
the usual nine hours to just six relatively 
easy hours of riding. Emphasis was 
again placed heavily on the day's spe- 
cial tests and - once again - the Swedes, 
Finns, Italians, French and Australians 
controlled the clocks. The Americans 
posted decent times, but it was obvious 
at this point that a medal finish was out 
of the question. 

Heading into day six, Sweden led 
Finland by just a few seconds, while the 
American Junior World team sat in a 
solid sixth. 

Things didn't get any better for the 
Americans at the final MX special tests 
on the last day of competition. Rodney 
Smith was threatening to pass for sec- 
ond place in his moto when his bike 
came to a screeching halt with another 
seized top end. This misfortune not only 
cost the United States Pro Grip Trophy 
team one to two places in the final 
standings and dropped him from gold 








to silver status, but it also robbed Smith 
of "Top American" status. At that time, 
Smith's scores were better than those of 
Davis. 

Watts, on his KTM 125, went on to 
blitz the moto, clicking off the fastest 
time of the day. 

A dramatic race took place in the 
"fast" 250cc Two-Stroke moto. Shayne 
King scored a narrow win over Sala, but 
Sala's runner-up performance in the 
moto put him .46 seconds ahead of Finn 
Mika Ahola for the class championship. 

Seventeen-year-old Aussie Ben Grab- 
ham, aboard a Honda XR250, walked 
away with the 250cc Four-Stroke moto 
win and with it the overall class champi- 
onship. 

The large. American contingent was 
hoping for a Ty Davis/Joel Smets show- 
down in the "fast" 400cc Four-Stroke 
moto, but a bad start saw Davis swal- 
lowed up in the pack. Smets went on to 
win the moto and the class champi- 
onship, while Davis worked his way up 
to a 10th-best time, finishing eighth 
overall in class. 

“I had a great jump, but I hit neutral 
and nearly went over the bars when the 
back wheel hit the gate,” Davis said. "It 








was an intense moto, and I did all I 
could to finish where I did." 

The most exciting race of the day 
took place in the final 500cc Four-Stroke 
moto, when GP riders Darryll King and 
Johan Boonen diced back and forth for 
the lead. Boonen eventually came out on 
top, but by only half a second. The 
Finnish Trophy team officially clinched 
the overall title when Tianen rode across 
the finish line in third, some 20 seconds 
behind King. 

“I could've done better (in the moto), 
but I thought, ‘Why?’ and took it easy,” 
Tianen said. 

Summers finished well back in ninth, 
with Husaberg's Dahners hot on his tail. 
Summers ended up finishing eighth in 
class, with Dahners right behind him in 
ninth. CN

Briefly... 


This year's ISDE in Traralgon; Australia - located about a three- 
hour's drive southeast of Melbourne - featured the largest Ameri- 
can contingent ever, except for the two ISDEs that were hosted 
in the United States (1973 and '94). Forty-six riders from the United 
States competed and more than 200 Americans in all attended the 
event, many of whom did so through the AMA tour. To make things 
even busier at the American checks, Team USA agreed to help sup- 
port about 10 riders from Mexico and Costa Rica. 





Of the. 46 American riders who started the Yamaha-sponsored Aus- 
tralian Six Days. all of them managed to impound their motorcycles 
at the end of the first day of competition. Bill Rush, however, had 
to utilize the "reimpound" rule after houring out when his Suzuki 
RM125 suffered a top-end seizure. After rebuilding the motor, Rush 
was allowed to impound his motorcycle and start day two. (Those 
who “reimpound” their motorcycles after houring out are exempt 
from receiving a medal even if they go on to finish the event. They 
are, however, officially recognized as.an event "finisher." Riders can 
reimpound their motorcycles only once.) Rush started day two, but a 
broken power valve ended his ride for good. 


Joining Bill Rush on the DNF list on day two was Yamaha YZ125- 
mounted club rider Heath Bennett, who was forced to retire with 
a seized motorcycle. Eric Ducray also suffered an engine seizure 
but was able to reimpound his motorcycle after rebuilding his bike. 
Ducray went on to finish out the event. 


Competing in his 19th ISDE; Husqvarna 125cc-mounted Drew 
Smith earned a silver medal in Australia. "It's like a marathon, just 
to see if |.can do it," Smith said as to why he has ridden in so many 
Six Days. “I'm always excited about the Six Days: - it's a great thing. 
Every one is a different adventure.” -When asked how many more 
ISDEs he plans on riding, Smith said, “At least one more. I'd like to 
end it with 20. That sounds good." Smith was running near gold- 
medal pace when his Husqvarna 125 seized on the first lap of the 
final MX special test.

already nicked up with a dislocated shoulder. “I first did it in an are- 
nacross race in January and have been having problems ever 
since," Storrie said. “On day one, | got through the day without it 
popping out. Then, as | was changing a tire at the end of the day, it 
popped out. | had to stop and give it a good whack and it went right 
back in. | think | impressed the girls with that. It makes for a tough 
week. l'm so careful to keep from falling down, my mind won't let me 
go fast anymore.” Storrie wore a special brace that the team's doc- 
tor, Dr. Rick Hill, built after the first day. Storrie's shoulder popped 
out only once after that, when he crashed in the first turn of the final 
MX special test. He popped his shoulder back in place, finished out 
the moto, and ended up earning a silver medal. "l've competed in 
three. Six Days. and have crashed in the first turn all three times,” 
joked Storrie. "And | was taken out by an American!” 


After three days of racing, 500cc World MX Champion Joel 
Smets of Belgium led the 400cc Four-Stroke class. "I'm surprised 
l'm-leading my class; I'm not an enduro rider," Smets said. "It's 
good fun, but | have-not ridden a bike for seven weeks (prior to the 
Six Days) and my condition is starting to show. It's going to be 
tough for me. | need to use different parts of my hands, and I'm los- 
ing skin everywhere - it's too much. My goal is to finish, but the 
other problem is that l'm leading my class now, so now | want to 
stay in front. | just have to ride safe and hope that's enough." Smets 
went on to win his final MX moto and take the class victory. 


Former 500cc World MX champ Shayne King. who held down 


eighth place in the 250cc (two-stroke) class.at the halfway point, said, 


"This is one of the hardest things | have done. It's not really the riding 
(that's hard) but the time on the bike. We do a couple of hours during 
a GP; here we are riding eight hours a day. Today it was in the sand 
and it was bloody tough. My wrists are so sore from standing up for 
so long.

250cc main event, moving him up to sev- 
enth in the championship points race. 

"These have to be the two biggest 
wins of my career by far," said the laid- 
back teenager. “I just did what I had to 
do out there." 

Making a surprise trip to the far 
Northeast was Factory Connection / 
Bill's Pipes/Sinisalo-sponsored Heath 
Voss. The Minnesota rider made the trip 
after he received a call on Wednesday 
from Manchester Honda and Factory 
Connection offering him bikes for the 
weekend. 

"| didn't plan on coming out, but my 
dad really wanted me to," Voss 
explained. "After the good results last 
week and the great offer, I figured, Why 
not?" 

Voss made the trip pay off by win- 
ning Friday night's 250cc main and fin-

ishing second in Saturday's 250cc final. 
A 12th and a ninth in the two 125cc 
mains has Voss still atop the leader- 
board going into the Jacksonville, Flori- 
da, round.

well in New England. Palmer finished 
second to Voss on his KX250 on Friday 
and then came back to win Saturday's 
250cc feature. Sixth - and seventh-place 
finishes in the two 125cc finals had 
Palmer gunning for the points lead. 
Palmer knows that Voss will probably 
switch to the Supercross series once it 
starts. When that happens, Palmer will 
be in the driver's seat. 

"This is only the second event, so

Team Tuf Honda/Thor rider Jeromy 
Buehl grabbed the holeshot on his Chris 
Hunter-tuned CR125 in the 125cc final, 
followed by Carrollton Kawasaki / 
MSR/Sunstar-backed Greg Rand and 
Gibson. Suzuki of Gastonia's Jim 
Chester and Tuf Honda's Denny 
Stephenson were left to pick themselves 
up after a first-turn altercation. 

Gibson charged to the front as he 
motored by Rand and Buehl and into 
the lead before the end of the second 
lap. Regular series front-runners 
Buddy Antunez and Palmer were 
scrapping for positions in the middle 
of the pack. 

Gibson turned on the gas during the 
next few laps and he slowly pulled 
away from the field. Buehl settled into 
second as Rand slowly slipped back. 

Antunez had had a dismal night so 
far, transferring to the mains via the 
last-chance qualifiers. The current num- 
ber-one plate holder was up to fourth 
and closing in on Rand when the 
halfway flags came out. 

With Gibson stretching his lead to 
three seconds over Buehl, Antunez saw 
his chance to strike. Antunez made his 
move by Rand over the big double, div- 
ing to the inside in the next corner while 
Rand was set up for the outside. A 
downed rider in the outside of that turn 
slowed Rand's progress and Antunez 
slipped into third. ° 

Gibson took a big win over Buehl 
while Antunez cruised home third. 
Team 2Xtreme/ Answer-backed Charley 
Bogard had his best finish of the series 
as he crossed the line in fourth. 

"] just put in 16 perfect laps - it was a 
blast," said Gibson, the fifth different 
winner in five races. "I was a little wor- 
ried at first. I just pulled away a little 
and rode my own race." 

“I pulled the holeshot and should 
have won the damn thing," Buehl said 
of his ride. "I'm just happy to be here, 
since I hurt my finger last week." 

When asked if he thought he could 
catch Gibson out front, Buehl said: “I’ve 
raced Jeff all summer at home and I 











know he's a good rider. I wasn't sur-^ 


prised that he made no mistakes, 
because I've ridden with him and he 
doesn't make many." 

“I rode my butt off and the bike 
worked great," Antunez said of his 
come-from-behind charge. "I'm just 
happy to put it up here on the podium 
after all of today's events." 

Chad Pederson put his Shift-backed 
Suzuki to the front of the pack at the 
start of the 250cc final. Gibson held sec- 
ond going into turn two, followed by 
Banzai Suzuki/Xtreme/ Bieffe-spon- 
sored Anthony Pocorobba, Stephenson 
and Voss. 

Pederson put a gap between himself 
and Gibson out front, but the two would 
both relinquish their positions. Gibson 
went down first, crashing in the rockers 
and losing a lot of positions, and then 
Pederson made a big mistake as he over- 
shot the berm following the big double. 

“A part of my knee brace got hung 
up in the shroud,” said Pederson. “I 
couldn’t get it out before the turn.” 

Pocorobba took over the lead while 
Voss slipped into second. The two bat- 
tled for several laps until Voss outpow- 
ered Pocorobba down the front straight. 

Voss quickly pulled away out front 
while Pocorobba held down second. 
Stephenson cruised in third and Buehl 
followed in fourth. 

As Voss was pulling away, the battle 
was for second. First Stephenson got by 
Pocorobba; then came Buehl. Buehl, was 
working his way into third as he and 
Pocorobba bumped on the face of the 
double. Pocorobba went sailing through 
the air, sideways, as Buehl hit the 
brakes. Pocorobba landed sideways and 
hit the soil, knocking himself silly, while 
Buehl moved into third. 

Next in line would be Palmer. The 
Smith-backed rider quietly worked 
through the pack and was now running 
with Stephenson and Buehl. 

Palmer made short work of Buehl 
and then Stephenson and settled into 
second with two laps remaining. 

At the checkers, it was Voss taking 
his second win of the series, followed by 
Palmer.

Gibson quickly moved into the lead 
as he tripled over Willoh before the end 
of the first lap. Willoh distanced himself 
from Pederson, as Pederson pulled 
away from super-privateer Barry 
Carsten, on his Bromley Suzuki /Dun- 
lop-backed mount, and Rand. 

The top three ran in unison for some 
time as the battles took place back in the 
pack. Voss, Buehl, Antunez and Palmer 
were the riders swapping paint a ways 
back, as Gibson railed the deep bowl 
turns better than any other rider up front. 

Stephenson lost several positions as 
the leaders freight-trained ahead of him. 
Antunez started moving up as Carsten 
started moving back. 

With several laps remaining, it was 
obvious that Gibson was going to take his 
second 125cc win of the weekend. The 
first-year Pro looked as strong on the final 
laps as he did in the beginning of the race, 
and he would easily cruise across for the

Willoh held second the entire time and 


would lock up that position. Ped- 
erson crossed the line in third 
and Rand also held his racelong 
ride for fourth. Stephenson 
rounded out the top five. 

"My Kawasaki is working A 
great right now, and I'm really 
liking it,” Gibson said. “I had a 
blast doing it - that was 16 fun 
laps." 

Willoh was also happy with 
his finish. 

“I just wanted to play it 
smart," he said. "He rode well 
up front, but I’m happy with 
second.

In the 250cc final, Pederson 
was the leader coming out of 
turn one, with Gibson, Stephenson and 
Voss following. 

Stephenson took over the lead through 
the rockers on the first lap. Palmer also 
struck. Then Voss moved into third as 
Pederson was dropping back. 

Stephenson looked smooth out front 
for several laps as Palmer, Voss and 
Gibson trailed in his roost. Pederson 
made a big mistake and went down 
while landing from the double, and 
adding to the carnage was his teammate 
Antunez, who. clipped Pederson's 
downed bike. 

As the race wore down, Stephenson 
held the point. His lead began to dimin- 
ish as the leaders approached lapped 
traffic. A big collision between Xtreme's 
Tom Welch and Banzai's Tom Hofmas- 
ter left a mess of bikes, hay bales, plastic 
and riders strewn throughout the first- 
turn sweeper area.

With only a few laps remaining, Voss 
made an attempt at passing Palmer. 
Voss dived to the inside of Palmer in a 
tight corner and the unexpected pass 
caught Palmer off guard. Palmer collid- 
ed with Antunez, who was a lap down, 
and that didn't help Antunez' already 
"off" weekend, either. 

Palmer quickly got back by Voss 





and held the lead until the checkers 
flew. Voss crossed in second, and 
Stephenson quietly rounded out the 
podium. Gibson capped off a good 
weekend by finishing fourth.

| the '98 title winner is that rare thing: a 
| bike that's even more potent, yet at the 
same time much easier to ride. 

The result was a succession of lap 
records, 10 race wins and two World 
titles, one for the rider and one for the 
manufacturer. 

So when you get hard on the gas out 
of either of those two first-gear turns 
starting an A-1 Ring lap, instead of a 
brusque, explosive blast of power that 
sends the red V-twin racer snaking and 
weaving out of the turn while you grap- 
ple with trying to make the rear tire 
hook up and the front wheel point in 
roughly the right direction, the '98 
Ducati just does what its predecessors 
always did two years ago and before, 
except better. 

Welcome to the E-ticket ride along 
Thunder Road. From 6000 rpm up, there 
is a lovely, liquid burst of power, a 
strong, progressive but irresistible urge 
that's delivered when you twist that 
wrist at almost any rpm on the large- 
format digital tach. (It also displays 
your lap time and water temp.)

Ducati's latest 996cc superbike once again 
proved to be the top superbike in the field, 
providing both more power and better 
tractability than the previous version. 
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tomer bikes such as the Gattolone or De 
Cecco team hardware in the crucial 
6000-10,000-rpm midrange powerband, 
the post-Kyalami evoluzione works 
motor (see technical sidebar) has a really 
smooth entry into the superpower 
stakes above 9000 rpm. From there on 
up, the engine picks up speed really 
quickly but still controllably. This kind 
of response is worthy of a Grand Prix 
two-stroke, but belied by the glorious 
boom out of the big-bore works Ter- 
mignoni exhaust that could only come 
from a desmo twin otto valvole. 

But this one is a ducatone (Big Duke) 
that has recaptured the traditional 
Ducati qualities of smooth, muscular 
torque coupled with an appetite for 
revs. However, according to Pier- 
Francesco Chili, the pre-Kyalami motor 
liked to be buzzed to 12,200 rpm. On 
this later, more flexible powerplant, he 
thinks it is best to change up at 11,500 
rpm, riding the torque curve up to that 
point. 

It's easy to see why. Holding a gear 
and letting the engine run on - like past 
the A-1 Ring finish line before you have 
to start braking for the slow first turn - 
you can feel the engine start to tail off 
above 11,800 rpm. Though it will rev to 
the 12,200 rev limiter, it seemed there 
was no advantage in doing so except to 
save yourself a shift. 

Still, Troy Corser says he revs his 
bike out to 12,000 in every gear because 
it doesn't feel as potent as his ‘96 World- 
title winner, which he used to spin as 
high as 12,800 rpm without the power 
tailing off (though the engines did break 
a lot!). He also considers dialing in the 
optimum mixture settings for the new 
‘98 Marelli EFI is the single most crucial 
factory in current pre-race setup. 

“It’s a very thin line between getting 
it right and making the engine hard to 
ride," he says. "If we're as little as 3 to 4 
percent out according to the lambda 
probe on the exhaust, the bike won't 
accelerate as good. Plus we get the prob- 
lem of the aggressiveness of the throttle 
pickup - if it's too lean, then the power 
comes in very uncontrollably from a 
closed throttle, usually when you're 
leaned over in a turn; or if it's too rich, 
you dial up some throttle and there's 
nobody home. It's so critical, that even a 
2-percent change, like if the clouds come 
over during. a race, can affect perfor- 
mance - which is one reason we have 
the double mapping system on the bike, 
so you can switch to option B if you 
need to. There doesn't seem to be the 
flexibility in the new EFI package we 
had with the old one, where you could 
access different parts of the map and 
clean up a section of the power curve at 
each track. Now it seems any changes 
we make affect the whole rev range, not 
just the parts that count." 

Well, with hand on heart, I couldn't 
notice more than a fractional difference 
in engine response swapping back and 
forth between the duo of maps on Cors- 
er's or Chili's bikes. Then again, the 
Ducati certainly didn't have such a 
fierce pickup from a closed throttle as 
Akira Yanagawa's works Kawasaki, 
which I rode a few weeks later. This 





means that getting drive out of a turn is 
much easier - well, provided you push 
your weight forward by standing on the 
footpegs like Chili does when exiting 
the slow ones to keep it from wheelying 
on exit. 

The wide-open power-shifter worked 
great on the Chili bike, but it was so stiff 
on Corser's I ended up changing gear 
normally - obviously a problem that 
needed attention. 

Corser thinks the Ducati has a bigger 
permanent handicap, though: the lack of 
a cassette gear cluster that, being 
extractable, would allow the team to 
dial in the ideal gear ratios for each cir- 
cuit. 

"Honda has this," he says. "And I 
can see the result when I follow Aaron 
(Slight) - he's holding a gear for long 
sections of track where I'm losing time, 
making two or three gear changes to try 
to keep up. At tracks like the Nurburg- 
ring or here at Zeltweg, where there are 
slow corners leading onto faster sec- 
tions, that's a big bonus, and it explains 
why the Honda seems to accelerate so 
well. It's not a question of more outright 
power so much as being able to gear the 
bike to maximize the torque they have, 
whereas we have to use the same gear- 
box for every circuit, and make the best 
of it. The Honda always had the top 
speed, but never the acceleration to 
match the Ducati off the bend. Well, 
now it does, and that’s down to the 
extractable gearbox. We need one badly, 
too." ; 

Still, even without that, what you're 
left with on the '98 Ducati is a six-grand 
powerband that has no steps or flat 
spots, just a strong, meaty pull that 
makes the V-twin such a delight to ride - 





yet is punchy enough to make you want 
to pull it quickly upright exiting a slow 
turn, so as to use the fat part of the 
Michelin 17-incher, 500cc GP style. 

Side grip is a key factor when you 
have this much torque on tap. But 
there's no violent attack of the shakes as 
there is on the '97 Ducati when you got 
that pulling hard out of turns, so that 
instead of weaving and shimmying 
about under acceleration, the '98 desmo 
V-twin holds its line really well and 
seems much more controlled - and con- 
trollable - in its power delivery. 

An even greater difference can be felt 
in the way the power (remembering, 
too, that there is a good deal more of it 
this season, quite apart from the way it's 
delivered) is transferred to the ground. 

Here there was a big difference in the 
two bikes tested, all down to the differ- 
ent setup opted for by each rider. Troy 
is a stability freak, so he likes less fork 
offset for more trail, a lower rear ride 
height and the new 10mm-longer 
swingarm for extra wheelbase, plus a 
progressive link for the rear Ohlins, 
whereas Chili and Fogarty both prefer a 
flatter one. The result is a very balanced 
bike that was indeed super-stable 
around Zeltweg's fast downhill sweep- 
ers but took work to turn into those to 
tight turns and also still pushed the 
front end under power, even with the 
progressive link to stop the rear end 
from squatting so much on acceleration, 
just like the '97 one did. 

Chili's, by contrast, felt noticeably 
shorter and more compact to sit on, 
thanks to his dropped bars, higher rear 
ride height, retention of the 10mm- 
shorter swingarm for a shorter wheel- 
base and improved traction (because of

more weight on the back wheel), more 
Offset for less trail, and reduced front- 
wheel weight bias. The result felt more 
compact and agile, especially on turn-in, 
without a sacrifice in stability except 
under hard braking. In fact, both bikes 
moved around a lot and there wasn't as 
much bite as expected from the big 
320mm Brembos. Fitted this season with 
four pads on each four-pot caliper 
rather than two as before (so they can 
employ larger-diameter pistons), these 
have also given problems with sticking 
on in turns, upsetting the handling as a 
result as well as, obviously, sacrificing 
speed. 

Still, Ducati's traditional forte of 
being able to use loads of engine brak- 
ing means you can still use engine over- 
run to brake harder and deeper into the 
turn than with any other superbike. But 
if you use only the front brakes as nor- 
mal on many race bikes, the weight 
transfer seems excessive, sending the 
Ducati into a snaking weave, which 
makes picking the right line in a turn a 
question of skill and judgment - hence 


Corser's advice to use the back stopper 


as well. 

"| use the back brake quite a bit for 
extra stability," he says. "It lowers the 
rear and stops it from coming up on its 
nose, but also helps get the back coming 
around as you slow up, to get yourself 
ready for the drive out of the turn. Give 
it a try!” 

Aboard the Chili bike, I tried it, and 
although it goes against the V-twin 
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habit of a racing lifetime, I'll admit 
using the back brake hard at the same 
time you squeezed the front does settle 
the Ducati better. But it doesn't stop it 
from feeling distinctly twitchy as you 
lay it into the turn, which pretty much 
ruled out trail- -braking. The best plan is 
to get the bike slowed down in advance, 
though on the more agile Chili bike - 
which had more responsive handling 
and what felt like a more powerful and 
eager-revving engine - the total package 
helped me lap a whole two seconds 
faster on it than on Corser's bike. 
Maybe one factor was the higher- 
domed Chili screen; developed in the 
Ferrari wind tunnel and permitted 
under SBK regs, that allows you to tuck

your helmet behind it much better in a 
straight line than on a stock 916, for bet- 
ter aerodynamic penetration. It may 
have helped Chili clock that magic 193- 
ntph trap time at Monza last season. 

But Chili is now out the door, accord- 
ing to Ducati management - the Italian 
company dropped him from its 1999 
plans in favor of a two-man team run 
out of the factory that included Corser 
and Fogarty. For Corser, this comes as 
good news, especially as he'll be linking 
once again with the man who'll be run- 
ning the team - the man who took him 
to the '96 World title, Davide Tardozzi. 

“Our lack of testing was a major 
problem last season," says Corser. "The 
excuse from Federico Minoli (Ducati's 


" 











managing director) when I pushed him 
about it was that with three works rid- 
ers to keep in equipment, they only had 
enough-parts for races, not testing as 
well. Minoli said racing was costing 
Ducati so much that if they had to spend 
any more, they wouldn't keep racing. I 
said to him, 'Are you racing to win or 
just racing to compete?' Well, it looks 
like they've made that decision, and 
though it would be nice to have a little 
more top and the cassette gearbox, I 
reckon the Ducati will be very hard to 
beat in 1999. We've got the chassis han- 
dling well at last and the motor is very 
good - we've got the power there, now. 
It's a good package."

Desmo details: inside the Ducati 996 


cocted a major evolution of the basic 916 design, now 

clocking up its fifth year in contention and, in 996cc (98 x 
66mm) guise as for the past two seasons, now at the twin-cylin- 
der limit for the class. 

Ducati started the year with some major engine improve- 
ments aimed at addressing riders' criticisms about the abrupt 
power delivery of the '97 bike, which was in turn upsetting the 
handling. 

The improvements included a new F1 Ferrari-based Marelli 
MF3s ECU controlling the fuel-injection and engine-manage- 
ment systems which, apart from greater sophistication and 
capacity, also allows all the engine control data to be accessed 
and fine-tuned directly by plugging in à computer - an 
improvement over having to switch EPROM chips. In addition, 
it also allows the rider to switch between two different on-board 
fuel-injection maps, as well as incorporating the power-shifter- 
control system and full engine telemetry. 

Also, a third injector was added to the works engines' 
Weber-Marelli EFI, with the two already located conventionally 
beneath the throttle butterfly joined by a third positioned exter- 
nally at the end of the intake trumpet, all feeding a 60mm throt- 
tle body. 

The third injector only comes into operation at high rpm, 
which allows the more powerful engine to deliver its 172 hp (up 
from 165) more progressively, at lower revs. Winter develop- 
ment had also produced a revised airbox design with altered 
ducting, aimed at delivering a colder, denser charge to the 
redesigned combustion chamber, with a new radiator for added 
cooling capacity. 

Then, at the Kyalami round in South Africa midseason, a 
substantially different package made its debut. This had been 
held back pending homologation with the short-run 996 SPS 
model line, incorporating a bigger airbox which required the 
crossbrace of the spaceframe chassis to be altered to make room, 
and an altered engine spec. 

This revised engine embodies several major changes, so that 
compared to last year's bike, there is a new camshaft, titanium 
connecting rod, crankshaft and piston designs, the latter with a 
shorter skirt and 1mm-smaller wrist pin. But the biggest change 
is inside the re-ported cylinder heads, which with 39mm 
inlet/32mm exhaust valves used instead of the 37/31mm ones 


I o regain its coveted World Superbike crown, Ducati con- 


from '97, require a six-degree-flatter valve angle to prevent the 
valve seats from overlapping, as well as affecting the squish 
band. Said valves are of a composite design, with a titanium 
outer shell to reduce weight and inertia, combined with a hard 
steel inner to give added resistance to wear at the rocker-arm 
interface point. 


However, at Assen and beyond, sharp-eyed observers reck- . 


oned that the otto valvole superbike featured the same decked 
cylinder heads as on the ST4 sport tourer, to allow the engine to 
be positioned as far forward in the frame as possible without 
fouling the front wheel under braking. This had been tried some 
years ago for the same reason, including on the Supermono, but 
appears to have been revived here on the evoluzione version of 
the V-twin racer. 

Off-season tests with a new frame construction using thin- 
wall tubing to promote controlled flex seems to resolve the 
chassis problems emanating from too stiff a frame in ’97, with 
the engine moved 4mm further forward in the wheelbase to 
load up the front end and counter the power understeer th 
Fogarty in particular complained about. This brought about 
front-wheel clearance problems under braking; hence the short- 
er cylinder heads apparently used later. 

The engine also now sits lower in the frame since Kyalami, 
thanks to moving the rear bracing tube back and down, lower- 
ing the center of gravity to make quick directional changes easi- 
er. 

Suspension is all new, with the latest ultra-trick (and ultra- 
costly: $12,000 a set!) 46mm Ohlins upside-down forks with 
magnesium sliders as used on Yamaha's YZR500, which have 
5mm more travel than before for improved compliance, a wider 
range of adjustment (so much so that Chili and Fogarty pre- 
ferred the older forks for the early part of the season while they 
tried to get the new ones dialed in) and extended upper shrouds 
for the stanchions, for extra rigidity. 

Adjustable triple clamps delivering between 25mm and 
31mm of offset provide trail settings varying from 109mm to 
98mm, with the stock variation in head angle between 23.5 and 
24.5 degrees. 

These new forks also allow the use of a 16-inch front Miche- 
lin, which all three riders have tested, but which only Corser 
and Chili think are worthwhile - if not ideal enough to be raced 
yet. 


> 
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"Using the 16-incher in practice at Monza, for example, it 
was great in the chicanes because of the reduced mass and extra 
contact patch, but no good through the fast sweepers," said 
Corser. "It feels so far away, and you don't get any feedback on 
what the tire's doing. Plus, when you drop the forks through 
the clamps to regain the correct ride height, then it upsets all the 
rest of the geometry." 

At the rear, a slightly lighter, 10mm-longer version of the cast- 
magnesium single-sided swingarm was introduced to help get 
more weight on the front wheel. Though all three riders per- 
formed more tests with the Italian-made Double System air shock 
used occasionally by John Kocinski two vears ago, all raced 
throughout the year from Monza on with Ohlins' new so-called 
“double-tube” TT4 rear shock, which has a wider range of adjust- 
ment and uses a lot of Formula One car technology in its design. 

However, a trick tire more often used than the 16-inch front 
Michelin was the 16.5-inch rear, for reasons Corser explains: 
"Firstly, I've got to say Ducati should do the same as Honda and 
junk the single-sided swingarm, because when the chain stretches 
or you alter the gearing and then rotate the axle eccentric to com- 
pensate, it changes all the ride-height and suspension settings as 
well, which it's a real headache to get around - and all for no rea- 
son. We're not going endurance racing here. But making the right 


call on whether to use a 16.5-inch rear or a 17-inch is a real gam- .. 


ble - not because of geometry, which has nothing to do with it, 


but tire wear. The 16 has better side grip, but a shorter tire life, ` 
because being stiffer, the carcass moves about less, so the wear ` 
forces work themselves out through the tread rather than the con- : ` 
struction. At Brands Hatch, I used a 16.5-incher in the first race, ' 


was comfortably in the lead - and then the tire went off big-time 
Disaster! For the second race, we fitted a 17-inch with exactly the 
same compound and construction and won easily, plus ran the 
same times from first lap to last. It's often a gamble." 

That little episode illustrates to perfection the fine edge in 
setup and development that World Superbike has now attained. 
Nevertheless, in its fifth season of racing, the Ducati continues ` 
to be the bike to beat. It may not be the fastest or the most pow-

erful, and it's certainly no longer the lightest, but in 1998, Ducati 


engineers rediscovered the desmo V-twin's trump card: It's the 
best all-arounder, the most ridable package in the Superbike 
paddock, the subject of continuous refinement on a year-round 
basis. Class tells.

here’s more than a hint of Holly- 
wood about 38-year-old Italian ace 
Fabrizio Pirovano’s achievement in 
winning the World Supersport crown for 
Suzuki in 1998. Part of that is because 
the Belgian-based Alstare Corona team, 
which took him to the title, set targets for 
others to aim at in running the slickest, 
glitziest, most high-profile operation in 
the World Superbike paddock, reflecting 
the substantial sponsorship support of 





. Mexico's Corona Beer, Foxhound cloth- 


ing and Power Horse energy drinks. 

It’s not even just the fact that, at his 
somewhat advanced age for a top-level 
rider, Piro has provided hope for the rest 
of the world’s thirtysomethings by win- 
ning a World title in a sport, let alone a 
class, that’s increasingly dominated by 
kids: He’s old enough to be works Cas- 
trol Honda rider James Toseland’s dad! 


Nor is it that virtue alone has had its - 


ultimate reward, with Piro becoming 
World Champion at last after 10 years at 
the top, durring which time he has fin- 
ished second, fourth and fifth twice each 
in an eight-year career in the World 
Superbike Championship, then win the 
European Supersport title on an Alstare 
Ducati, in the first year he switched 
classes. But, after clinching his '98 World 
Supersport crown one race early in Aus- 
tria, Fabrizio wept dramatically on the 
rostrum as he took the winner's laurels - 
not the usual Latin tears of joy, but in 
demonstrable grief for the father who 
had accompanied him to so many races 
throughout his career, yet who was 
killed in a car crash two weeks before his 
son was finally crowned as World 
Champion. 

But then, any movie script has to 
have light relief, too - here provided by 
teammate Stephane Chambon, the 
French trick cyclist who finished third in 
the championship and who celebrated 





Alstare's title win with his usual reper- 
toire of awesome stunts on the slow- 
down lap in Austria, after shepherding 
Piro to the flag, riding shotgun to protect 
him against the attacks of his rivals in 
what is today one of the most closely 
fought race classes at the World level - a 
class that, in a further twist to the plot, 
the Alstare team was expected to contin- 
ue dominating at the World level in '97 
on their Euro title-winning 748 Ducatis, 
only to encounter persistent mechanical 
misfortune with the desmo V-twins. 
Hence team boss Francis Batta's decision 
to switch camps to Suzuki for 1998, in a 
strung-out split from the Italian factory 
that was anything but a quickie Mexican 
divorce. 

However, it was a move which has 
paid off big-time for all concerned, with 
Suzuki's GSX-R600 not only winning the 
coveted World Supersport crown in only 
its second year of competition - and so 


completing a hat trick of titles alongside 


the world's most prestigious National- 
level championships it also won in '98 
(in the AMA, courtesy of Steve Crevier, 
and in Britain, at the hands of John 
Crawford) - but also handing the Japan- 
ese factory its first major title ever in the 
Supersport class that it had all but 
ignored until the advent of the GSX- 
R600 in 1997. 

The chance to ride the bike that 
brought World honors to Hamamatsu - 
first at Zeltweg the day after Piro's title 
win and then, when rain stopped play, 
again a week later at Assen - proved to 
me not only what a good basic product 
Suzuki has delivered at an affordable 
cost to customers around the world 
(and, unlike most World Champions, 
this is a race bike that any sport rider can 
walk into a Suzuki showroom and ride 
out aboard) but also what a great job the 
Alstare team has accomplished in devel- 
oping it into the race-winning package it 
so obviously is. 

For this isn’t merely a question of 
bolting on the extensive Yoshimura- 


developed factory race kit that allows 
anyone to access the stock GSX-R600's 


potential, but of refining the result into a 


sweet-handling, potent and above all 
reliable race bike with a minimum of 
trick parts but a maximum attention to 
detail - the kind that ensured no mechni- 
cal DNFs for the Alstare Team in 1998, 
with Pirovano winning five of the 10 
rounds en route to the number-one 
plate, and Chambon one. 

Together, this made the Suzuki the 
dominant bike out of the six different 
marques contesting the series, with 
Honda and Yamaha each winning a sin- 
gle round and Ducati just two. But, more 
than in most other classes, it's the last 5 
percent that really matters in Supersport, 
as Alstare's Francis Batta recognizes 
more readily than most. 

"The reason for our success is that we 
want to win," he says. "So we've created 
a structure with the best bike, the best 
tires, the best riders and the best team. I 
was convinced after its debut year in '97 
that the Suzuki would be a winner. Dun- 
lop gave me assurances - which they've 
worked unstintingly to fulfill - that their 
intensive level of development would 
provide us with winning tires. I already 
knew my riders were the tops anyway, 
and as for the team - well, we're a fami- 
ly, but a big one. Our structure includes 
35 people employed full time between 
all our sporting activities, which include 
mountain-bike, jet-ski, motocross and 
snowboard competition, more than 90 in 
total with part-timers, and 18 at the race 
track for every supersport event. But all 
of us know our jobs and have the ambi- 
tion to do it as well as possible, with the 
attention to detail that leads on to victo- 
ry - which brings us back to the point of 
it all: We want to win!” 

That single-minded pursuit of suc- 
cess found ready support among Suzuki 
management, even at the expense of the 
company's historical links with 
Yoshimura.as their partners in four- 
stroke competition. This meant that,

while starting with a quartet of factory- 
built bikes equipped with the Yoshimu- 
ra-developed race kit, which allows the 
94 rear-wheel horsepower of the stan- 
dard street bike to be jacked up to 110 
bhp just by installing it, Suzuki’s new 
Belgian partners were specifically free to 
develop their own mechanical package 
for the GSX-R600, thus emphasizing that 
Alstare isn’t just a race team. " 
"We have our own R&D operation 
comprising more than half our 1000- , 
square-meter base outside Liege," Batta 
says, "and that's in the process of being 
doubled in size ready for our World 
Superbike involvement in '99, But for the 
600, we've had two full-time R&D engi- 
neers, in addition to our race mechanics, 
working on every aspect of the bike all 
through the season to advance the evolu- 
tion of the engine and chassis in any way 
which would give a benefit to the riders, 
yet remain within the tight restrictions of 
the supersport rules. By winning six 
races this year and scoring 13 rostrum 
finishes, we made sure that our bikes 
were constantly being stripped, mea- 
sured, compared and checked - but 
never with any query over their legality. 
That includes something as seemingly 
trivial as the riding position, which is 
slightly different from other Suzukis but 
stays within the rules, because making 
the riders comfortable is paramount to 
performance. I will admit it's no coinci- 
dence both our riders are so similar in 
stature (at around 5-foot-4, Pirovano and 
Chambon are the star midgets of Super- 
sport racing - but more importantly, 
each scales within a couple of grams of 


the 132-pound mark), because in a class 


like Supersport, where you have limita- 
tions on engine tuning and a conserva- 
tive weight limit which any of the bikes 
can meet just by stripping off the street 
equipment, one way you can gain extra 
performance is by using a rider who is 
not only skillful and brave, but also 
weighs substantially less than his rivals - 
especially if he's also more aerodynamic 
as well, because of his reduced stature!" 

So that's it, then: No 1999 Alstare con- 
tract for me on grounds of stature. (Jason 
Pridmore need not apply, either!) Still, a 
chance to sample what might have been 
by levering myself aboard Piro's title- 
winner proved pretty illuminating - 
especially as I had a benchmark to com- 
pare it with, having a year ago ridden 
the Team Rubatto GSX-R600 developed 
by Suzuki Deutschland's Michael Schae- 
fer, with which Alstare test rider 
Stephane Mertens twice led the 1997 
World Supersport points table at the 
midseason mark, in the debut season for 
the new model. 

That had good handling but needed 
work on the power curve, with more 


 midrange required from 8000 revs up to 


match the engine's promising top-end 
performance, which still, however, 
wasn't on a par with the best of the rest. 
Well - now it is, thanks to Alstare's 
development, which has seen power 
increased to 118 bhp at the back wheel, 
but at just 12,800 rpm on a bike with a 
13,800-rpm rev limiter, and no drop-off 
over the last 1000 revs. More to the 
point, though, is that the all-new titani- 
um exhaust system developed by Ter- 
mignoni for Alstare proved to deliver 4 
bhp more across the crucial 8000-12,000- 
rpm midrange band in head-on tests 
with the Suzuki racer kit's Yoshimura 
pipe, with no performance sacrifice up 
high - although to prevent power from 
falling off in a race, it's essential to keep 
water temperature down to no more 
than 160 degrees - hence the massive 
twin radiators fitted to the bike, includ- 
ing a double-stack upper one. The 














increased power at higher revs was 
delivered by Alstare's own camshafts, 
which, while retaining the same lift as 
per Supersport rules, offer different 
valve timing, matched by the team's 
extensive work on porting and flowing 
the cylinder head (skimmed to raise 
compression to 13.5:1) and with special 
springs fitted to the stock valves (them- 
selves waisted for '98 to improve flow 
from the 5-percent-bigger airbox and 
36.5mm Mikuni carbs fitted this year, 
among the several detail improvements 
Suzuki wrought to the standard GSX- 
R600 for '98). A lot of work went into 
varying bellmouth lengths on the carbs, 
says Batta, with different-length trum- 
pets fitted depending on the track - 
longer to give more midrange torque, 
shorter for more top end. 

And the team took full advantage of 
the choice of three alternative ratios for 
each gear afforded by the Yoshimura kit 
gearbox, even changing internal ratios 
after practice, thanks to Suzuki's unique 
three-way split to the bottom end of the 
engine, which allows access to the gear- 
box without splitting the motor. 

Result: This is a bike that is quantifi- 
ably better than the one I rode a year 
ago, completely addressing the problem 
areas I wrote about then. The Corona 
Suzuki pulls well from as low as, 6000 
rpm out of the uphill exit from the awk- 
ward bottom-gear turn two at the A-1 
Ring, with clean, crisp pickup at low 
revs before coming on strong at 8000 
revs, before it starts singing like an only 
slightly muffled version of a '60s four- 
cylinder GP racer at 10 grand. From 
there on, it builds revs very fast to that 
12,800 peak and beyond - but from 
12,000 rpm up, there's meaty top-end 
power that the sweet-shifting race-pat- 
tern gearbox (but still no speed-shifter, 
per the short-sighted supersport restric- 
tion - so flap that wrist!) allows you to 
access at almost all times. — : 

This equates to riding it like a two- 
stroke - but one with a power valve fit- 
ted, which means you don't have to 
worry about the revs dropping into the 
four-figure zone in tight turns. You don't 
even need to hit the soft-action rev lim- 
iter in every gear, Piro-style, to keep the 
Suzuki revving up high - but tapping the 
gear lever anytime the tach needle gets 
closer to the figures 14 than 13 will easily 
keep this gem of a motor on song, thanks 
to the well-chosen ratios that Suzuki's 
accessible gear cluster allows the team to 
optimize for each track. It definitely feels 
like a more progressive yet potent power 
delivery than before, with no holes or 
hiccups left to grapple with - just a 
strong, sweet drive all the way from 
down low to up high. 

Funny, that: Here's Suzuki, strug- 
gling for three years to get on the pace in 
World Superbike with their GSX-R750 
that's still searching for missing zap out 
of turns - and its 600cc spinoff kid sister 


has shown how, in terms of winning 
titles as well as engine R&D. 

5o now it's up to you to take advan- 
tage of all this, and that's when you real- 
ize that the GSX-600's race-derived twin- 
spar alloy frame was a proven chassis 
package waiting for the engine to catch 
up with it. Well, now it has - and the two 
compliment each other really well, with 
the handling further refined by Alstare, 
even over and above the impressive 
package I sampled a year ago. 

The team takes pains to run the 
wheelbase as long as possible, chopping 


and changing gearing and chain lengths - 


to gain even a precious 5-6mm over the 
stock 1385mm length by having the rear 
wheel set as far back as possible. That's 
not only in search of added stability on 
what is for some a twitchy but for others 
merely a quick-steering bike in street 
guise, but also to throw as much of the 
374-pound half-dry weight (including oil 
and on-board telemetry) as possible onto 


the front wheel for added grip. After 


testing half a dozen of Pirovano's bikes 
down through the years, I was expecting 
the Suzuki's stance to be typically 
cramped and close-coupled for a “nor- 
mal" (okay, taller - much taller!) rider - 
but actually, that's not the case here. 

The fairing feels pretty wide and all- 
encompassing by 600-class standards, 
which - considering this is really a clone 
of the 750cc Superbike, but with an 
engine four-fifths of the size - is only to 
be expected. Still, combined with the 
shape of the seat pad, it makes you feel 
as if you're sitting in the Suzuki rather 
than on it, in turn a part of what is a 
compact but nimble package. It's tight, 
but taut. 

That sense of confidence is translated 
to the track, where the Corona Suzuki 
seems very responsive to rider input, 
without feeling nervous or unstable: It's 
a really well-balanced motorcycle, which 
is, however, very agile - you have a hard 
time convincing yourself at first that this 
is really a four-cylinder bike rather than 
a twin, were it not for the glorious howl 
from the Termignoni carbon can. 

The four-pot Tokico calipers and 
320mm floating discs - 1.3mm thicker 
this year, to avoid warping - have a lot 
more feel than I expected from Japanese 
production brakes, but a lot of this may 
be due to the excellent EBC pads used by 
the team, as well as to the fact that 
there's a surprising amount of engine 
raking from that four-cylinder engine. 
Result: stopping power at least the 
equivalent of a V-twin Ducati (and far 
better than the CBR600 Honda - just ask 
Castrol's Kirk McCarthy!), though it's 
better to complete- your braking in a 
straight line, and to not be afraid to 
stamp hard on the 220mm rear disc to do 
so. 

This allows you to maximize the 
Suzuki's confident turn-in to advantage, 
whereas if you trail-brake into the apex,

it starts to move around more and 
delays the moment you can get back 
hard on the gas again. That poised han- 
dling means the Alstare Suzuki doesn't 
tip into an apex or fold the front wheel 
as you crank it over hard on its side to 
try to keep up momentum, like in the 
long left-hander coming down the hill at 
the A-1 Ring, or any of Assen's banked 
turns, and it also steers really well as you 
kick it up through the gears on the exit, 
with an unbelievable amount of grip by 
molded-street-tire standards from Dun- 
lop's excellent D207 rubber. 

These play a big. part in the excellent 
handling, as well as simply giving you 
confidence. When they do start to move 
around, they slide progressively and 
controllably, but you have to abuse them 
to do so, and the only reason I managed 
to was that the set I was riding on at 
Zeltweg was pre-owned in practice by 
Piro. There's a choice of three different 
dry compounds front and rear, plus two 
more in wets, all in street-legal molded- 
tread patterns available to any customer, 
says Dunlop. 

But the key to it all is Alstare's work 
on the stock 45mm cartridge forks, com- 
prehensively reworked internally with 
trick multi-rate Paletti springs and new 
pistons, and the special HAT-Paioli rear 
shock, which of course retains the stock 
link per supersport regulations. 

"Suspension is the absolute number- 
one element in Supersport," says Batta, 
“It’s the key to everything, because you 
can have the best chassis, the fastest 
engine and the best tires, but if you can't 
rework the stock suspension to take full 
advantage of this, it'S worthless. We've 
made racing forks out of street ones, 
using our own resources - but the key 
ingredient in this is rider feedback. 
That's why we swapped to Paioli after 
starting out with Showa: There were too 
many communication problems which 
impeded development." 

I guess it makes sense with an Italian 
lead rider to use an Italian shock house - 
but whatever the reason, the decision 
paid off. The Corona Suzuki not only 
puts the power down so well out of a 





turn (in spite of running the unbraced 
stock swingarm, as they must), it rides 
bumps really well, too - like in Assen's 
National Curve, or if you run wide in the 
approved fashion onto the curbs exiting 
the A-1 Ring's two tight first turns hard 
on the power, to keep up corner speed 
on the uphill exits. 

Interestingly, though, it was less sure- 
footed if I tried to buzz the motor 
through a fast sweeper like the last turn 
in Austria or the one at the end of the 
straight at Assen. There, a combination 
of a too-soft rear spring for Piro's 
(much!) reduced body weight, and 
weight transfer under load set the bars 
flapping in my hands and the bike into a 
weave. 

Watching both races on TV, I saw 
Pirovano had to cope with the same 
thing there a few times, so it wasn't just 
all those free lunches that did it for me. 
But then, when I tried using a higher 
gear and 1000 revs less, the bike was 
much more settled and 1 saw more revs 
at the end of the A-1 start straight, all 
because the suspension wasn't so wound 
up. 
P Yet the enhanced midrange of the 
Alstare engine package meant | wasn't 
penalized by not revving it out in this 
key turn. Guess I'm a believer, then - not 
only in the effectiveness of the Alstare 
operation (which has earned them Suzu- 
ki's nod to take over the operation of the 
works Superbike team as well next sea- 
son, with the '98 WSC's winningest 
rider, Pier-Francesco Chili, and 500cc 
refugee Norihiko Fujiwara as riders) but 
in the worth of the GSX-R600 in its 
refined form after a further season of 
intelligent development. 

The new CBR600 Honda and Yamaha 
R6 are being touted as top contenders for 
World Supersport honors next season, 
but the fact is that the Alstare Corona 
GSX-R600 is the one they have to beat, 
and with Pirovano and Chambon team- 
ing up for another season together in 
defense of Suzuki's title, the new bikes 
will have their work cut out for them. 
This is a very fine package - and a 
deserved title-winner. €N 
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POMONA, CAL, NOV. 12-15 
eading into the season-ending 
Winston Finals at Pomona Race- 
way, the final event on the 14- 
race NHRA Pro Stock Bike tour, 
Matt Hines didn't look or feel like some- 
one who'd won nine of the previous 13 
races and already had a lock on his sec- 
ond Winston title. 

After losing his last three starts, 
including two red-light losses in Mem- 
phis and Houston, Hines was more 
determined than ever to win the 
Pomona event and end his dream sea- 
son on a high note. 

"It would have been a long winter if 
we hadn't won this race," said Hines, 
who claimed the 20th national-event 
title of his three-year career when he 
downed Ron Ayers’ Mac Tools Suzuki 
in the final round, 7.32 to a game 7.39. "I 
don't know why we've struggled so bad 
the last few races, but it was beginning 
to wear on me. I still consider Pomona 
to be my home track and we had a lot of 
employees and customers here from 
Vance & Hines, so it was important to 
win this one for them." 

Prior to the start of the event, Hines 
believed the weather and track condi- 
tions were good enough for him to bet- 
ter the 7.245-second elapsed-time record 
he set at the season-opening Gator- 
nationals in Florida, and Hines did 
come close with a 7.251 run on his 
Vance & Hines/Eagle One Suzuki GSX- 


R. However, he didn't claim his 11th : 


pole of the season, as Team Winston 
rider Angelle Seeling posted a career- 
best 7.250 to earn the $1000 low-qualifier 
bonus by just .001 of a second. Seeling, 
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winner of the Mopar Parts Nationals in 
Englishtown, New Jersey; the Keystone 
Nationals in Reading, Pennsylvania; and 
the Pennzoil Nationals in Memphis, 
Tennessee, has been steadily chipping 
away at Hines’ performance advantage 
for most of the season, but she never got 
a chance to better Hines’ record in elimi- 
nations after red-lighting in round two 
against Ayers. 

"| honestly believe we have the 
power to set the record," Seeling's team 
owner, George Bryce, said. "We had the 
power to set it two weeks ago in Hous- 
ton, but Angelle red-lighted there as 
well. She's come a long way this year, 
but obviously we still have some work 
to do. She's got the ability to be the 
World Champion - we just have to find 
a way to get it done." 

With Seeling on the sidelines, Hines 
had virtually a clear path to the winner's 
circle, and he made the most of it with 
three straight 7.2-second runs in his 
wins over Bryan Ayers, Larry Cook and 
Tony Mullen. 

“It was definitely a eek when 
Angelle went out,” Hines admitted. 
"She's been a thorn in my side a lot this 
year, and when I saw her red-light, I felt 
a lot better about our chances to win the 
race.” 

Several other riders who could have 
potentially posed a threat to Hines also 
went out in the early rounds, including 
Houston winner John Smith (who 
fouled in round one against Pro Stock 
Bike rookie Craig Treble), Greg Under- 

dahl (who was upset by Mullen), and 
six-time NHRA champion Dave Schultz 
(who qualified his Sunoco Suzuki in the 
third spot with a near-career-best 7.33, 
but slowed to a 7.47 in round two and 
lost to Mullen, who rode Harry Lar-

tigue's Bell Additives Suzuki to a 7.41 
for the win). 

^We tried some new things at this 
race, and I was pretty encouraged by 
the results," said Schultz, who failed to 
win à race for the first time in more 
than a decade and finished a career-low 
fifth in the points standings. "Last win- 
ter, we spent more time working on our 
customers' programs than we did on 
our own, and it showed. Late in the 
year, I felt like we finally got a handle 
on a few things, but really, we've just 
tried to test for 1999. I probably could 
have won that race against Tony, but I 
tried a new combination and the bike 
slowed. Fortunately, I learned what I 
needed to know on the run. We can - 
and will - compete with Matt and 
Angelle. We just need to know how 
high the bar is." 

Ayers enjoyed his finest outing since 
his lone NHRA victory at the 1993 Slick 
50 Nationals in Houston, when he rode 
his Mac Tools Suzuki to the final. After 
qualifying eighth in the 16-bike field 
with a 7.37, the 52-year-old retired 
motorcycle dealer from Greenville, 
North Carolina, downed ProStar champ 
Paul Gast, Seeling, and Team 23 rider 
Brown to make it to the final against 
Hines. 

"| had a little luck when Angelle red- 
lighted against me, but otherwise the 
bike ran really good this weekend," said 
Ayers, whose son, Brian, finished 10th 
in the points battle. "We've had so much 
bad luck this year, it was about time we 
had some good things happen." 

Ayers actually left off the starting 
line by a hundredth of a second on 
Hines in the final and was ahead until 
late in the race, when the black Vance & 
Hines bike rolled by for a 7.32-7.39 win 
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Matt Hines (far lane)

that was much closer than many expect- 
ed it to be. 

"| knew I was.ahead at half-track but 
I could hear Matt coming, and if he’s 
that close, it isn’t a good sign,” Ayers 
said. “I kept hoping that he’d miss a 
shift or hit the rev limiter, but he didn’t, 
and by the time we got to the finish line, 
he was almost a full bike length ahead 
of me.” 

Hines figured he had one last shot to 
set the record in the final, but when he 
spun the tire off the starting line, he 
knew it wasn’t going to happen. 

“I don’t know whether I staged in a 
bald spot on the track or got into some 
oil or what, but as soon as I dumped the 
clutch, it boiled the tire," said Hines, 
who finished the season with a remark- 
able 47-4 win/loss record in elimination 
rounds. “The bike also made a little bit 
of a bobble in the middle of the track, | 
but by that time, I think I was already 
ahead of Ron. I wanted to win this race 
bad, but Ron is one of our engine cus- 
tomers, so it was great to see him make 
it to the final. 

“I know Angelle is going to be tough 
next year, and there are other guys like 
Johnny Smith, Dave Schultz, Antron 
Brown and Tony Mullen that could win 
some races, so we're going to have to 
get to work this winter," Hines said. 
“We're going to have a new bike, and 
since our new shop is done, we can put 
a lot of time in on our engine program, 
so I think we'll be ready for Gainesville 
in March." CN

JEREZ, SPAIN, NOV. 13-18 

ere's the script - Part One: 
Valentino Rossi smashes all the 
"^ records, maintains his unbeaten 
U record that has lasted from the 
final four rounds of this year, and easily 
wins the 1999 250cc World Champi- 
onship. And Part Two: Tetsuya Harada 
brings the Aprilia 500cc twin (a bike that 
was persioned off at the end of 1997 for 
lack of results) back to the track after a 
one-year absence, and finishes ahead of 
the unbeatable Honda NSR. 

At the moment, this is only an April- 
ia dream for 1999 - science fiction rather 
than fact. But the production staff and 
the two main actors - Rossi and Harada 
- were hard at work last week at Jerez in 
Spain, and they came away with some 
numbers that may cause the team man- 
agers of rival squads to lose a bit of 
sleep over the winter. 

Rossi was simply fantastic on the 250, 
but the really big news was Harada, as 
he lapped Jerez faster than anyone has, 
including anyone on a Honda. 

This double whammy came in the 
space of just a few minutes: Harada was 
setting the pace, with Rossi almost 
glued to him to get precious reference 
points. The watches were stopped at 
almost the same time: Rossi's engineers 
recorded a 1:43.80, a new lap record for 
the 250cc class, while the Japanese rider 
set an amazing time of 1:43.20 to destroy 
the Jerez lap record, which had been set 
back in 1993 by the legendary Kevin 
Schwantz at 1:44.168. He was also under 
Carlos Checa's 1998 qualifying record of 
1:43.467. 

Harada had succeeded in going 
faster than all the Honda 500cc riders: 
Checa, Tadayuki Okada, Alex Criville, 
Max Biaggi and... yes, even Mick 
Doohan, who clocked a 1:43.987 during 
qualifying in May.

Harada's performance was superb, 
leading team manager Jan Wittewen to 
issue slower lap times to the press in 
hopes of keeping the times secret. But it 
was too late, and any hopes of sandbag- 
ging for the competition were dashed. 

The Aprilia 500, relegated to a dusty 
corner of the racing division for almost a 
year, has immediately come to life 
again. With the team working for a 
month on the bike, and with a rider 
such as Harada, the bike had been able 
to do things it had never done before. 

The Aprilia 500 has changed a lot 
from the bike that Doriano Romboni 
rode in 1997. A new made-to-measure 
frame has been built for Harada, using 
the same settings and many of the com- 
ponents the Japanese rider used on his 
250. Innovations successfully tested on 
the 250 were also transferred to the 
inside of the 500cc engine. 

And Harada simply did the rest. 
Prior to the Jerez test, the former 250cc 


World Champion had only completed 
some 10 laps on a 500, and that was at 
Mugello in Italy. Still, he immediately 
mastered the bike, with his style seem- 
ingly well-suited to the bike - which is 
conceptually similar to the 250. 

"The biggest problem was getting 
used to the power," Harada explained. 


"My first impression was a negative one: , 


At first, I almost couldn't keep the front 
wheel anchored to the ground, but then I 
got used to it. I have to admit that, with 
respect to the GP days, this time with the 
weather - 21 degrees and a perfect track 
surface - things were much better. In any 
case, I was really surprised. I didn't 
think I could go so fast so quickly." 

Just a day earlier, Harada had some 
doubts about a move to the 500cc class. 

“If I continued in 250, I would have 
had a chance of winning the title, and a 
change would not have been easy," he 
said. "I will have to think really hard 
before making a decision." 


After his record-setting time, perhaps 
that decision will come more easily. 


KOCINSKI AND KANEMOTO 


Former World Superbike Champion 
John Kocinski tested the Kanemoto 
Honda NSR500 for two full days on Fri- 
day, November 13, and Saturday, 
November 14, with the Californian cut- 
ting an impressive time of 1:43.30 - 
under the GP pole-position time set by 
Carlos Checa. Kocinski had lapped at 
1:43.992 for sixth on the starting grid in 
this year's 500cc GP on the MoviStar 
Pons Honda NSR. 

This test means that Kocinski will 
likely join Kanamoto for 1999, though 
they still have to find a sponsor. It also 
means that Kanemoto's rider from this 
year - Màx Biaggi - has signed with 
Yamaha, though Biaggi refuses to con- 
firm the signing. 


ROBERTS JR. AND THE SUZUKI 


The Suzuki 500cc Grand Prix team 
also left Spain with smiles on their faces; 
as Kenny Roberts Jr.'s debut on the 
RGV500 was better than they had prob- 





ably expected. The Californian finished 
the test with a best time of 1:43.90, while 
Nobuatsu Aoki circulated at 1:44.00. 

“We can only be happy, because they 
are two front-row times," team manager 
Garry Taylor said. "Kenny impressed 
me because as well as being fast, he also 
gave us excellent setup indications." 

Both riders used 1998 bikes but tried 
numerous suspension settings, backed 
up by three Sohwa engineers. The only 
problem was Roberts’ day-two crash, 
though he wasn't injured. 

The Modenas KR3 also turned up at 
Jerez, with Jean-Michel Bayle and 
Randy Mamola handling the testing 
duties. 

“Kenny (Roberts) asked me to try the 
bike and I agreed,” Bayle said. "I found 
the bike much improved over the one I 
rode in 1997. I haven’t signed any con- 
tract, however, and I still don’t know 
what I'll be doing in the future.” 

The pair used both Dunlop and

Michelin tires, with their best times 
coming on the French rubber. Bayle 
clocked a 1:44.1 while Mamola - still 
going strong despite being 39 years old - 
set a time of 1:457. 


.A GOOD IMPRESSION FOR APRILIA 


It now appears that the Aprilia 
RSV1000, the first four-stroke superbike 
built by the Noale manufacturer, is 
ready to enter the 1999 World Superbike 
Championship. 

After months of extensive testing at 
Mugello, the long-awaited twin-cylinder 
bike went outside Italian borders for the 
first time to test at a track - Jerez - with 
totally different characteristics. On this 
occasion, the stopwatch had a secondary 
role, but in any case the first response 
was more than encouraging: Test rider 
Alessandro Antonello improved his 
time each time he went out, and he fin- 
ished with a 1:47.40. Seeing as the World 
Superbike Championship hasn't visited 
Jerez since 1990, the best comparison 
was the times turned in by Kawasaki the 
previous week: a 1:44.90 set by Akira 
Yanagawa and the 1:45.20 set by Grego- 
rio Lavilla. The Aprilia, therefore, ended 
the test just a few seconds off the pace 
from one of the most competitive bikes 
in the series. But it's also worth noting 
that it did so with a test rider and not a 
top-level World Superbike racer. In less 
than a month, Aprilia will be back at 
Jerez with Australian Peter Goddard, 
who will likely ride the bike in next 
year's championship. 

Spain saw the arrival of what is vir- 
tually the definitive version of the 
"race" bike. Aprilia, in fact, has concen- 
trated development on details in the 
homologation sheet which cannot be 
changed with the 1999 season already 
under way: frame, engine sump and air- 
box. Once these components have been 
sorted out, work will begin on the 
engine, suspension and settings. 

"We are optimistic about the start of 
the championship because we are con- 
vinced the project is a good one," said 
Wittewen, Aprilia's technical director. 
“But we have no idea if we will be win- 
ners in six months, one year or even 
two, because our firm has never raced in 
superbike and we have no reference 
points. We tested for the first time on a 
circuit different from Mugello and new 
problems emerged. Now we know 
where to intervene." 

Antonello, who raced an Aprilia with 
good results a few seasons back in the 
European 250cc Championship, gave a 
few more details. 

“On returning home, the engineers 
will get down to work on the clutch and 
the anti-jump mechanism," he said. “At 
Mugello, the slowest curve is in second 
gear, and nothing strange occurred. On 
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the Jerez hairpins, however, the rear 
wheel tended to block, and turn-in was 
not as smooth as it should be.” 

Reliability, a decisive element in this 
phase of the bike’s development, how- 
ever, was spot on: Antonello completed 
193 laps in three days - more than 525 
miles - without any problems. Dunlop 
tires were used exclusively during the 
tests, as Aprilia is certain to remain loyal 
to the Anglo-Japanese tire supplier. 


NO CAPIROSSI? 


Aprilia went testing at Jerez at full 
strength in preparation for the 1999 
championships, but left Loris Capirossi 
at home. The 250cc World Champion 
was mentioned often during the test, 
and it is clear that his rapport with 
Aprilia came to an end with his contro- 
versial pass. on Harada in the final cor- 
ner of the Argentine Grand Prix. With a 
contract that expires at the end of 1999, 
however, Capirossi’s future is anything 
but certain. 

It is a piece of the Aprilia puzzle that 
still needs a home. In fact, there are sev- 
eral points about which Aprilia has yet 
to make a decision. Aprilia says that it 
has signed Goddard for two years, 
though he was notably absent from the 
test. The absence of Goddard: appears 
rather strange, and the excuse that there 
was very little time to prepare leathers 
and other details isn’t very convincing. 
Even more incomprehensible was the 
absence of the technical director of the 
entire operation. 

"The team is still being set up," was 
Aprilia’s response as to the absence of 
the full team, including technical leader 
De Cecco. 

The suspicion is that the two posi- 
tions in the team (Goddard's and De 
Cecco's) still haven't been finalized. 
Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor, 
however, confirmed that Goddard had 
asked the Japanese team for permission 
to be released early from his contract so 
that he could ride the Italian bike before 
the end of the year. 

Another likely scenario is s that Aprilia 
is trying to convince Capirossi to switch

to World Superbike for 1999. It would 
resolve their problem in regard to what 
to-do with the already signed Italian, 
and it would also remove him from 
Aprilia Grand Prix circles (in which 
there is no love lost between the team 
and the rider). It would also give the 
series and the team a reigning World 
Champion - and a person with major 
charisma - for their debut superbike sea- 
son. 

A distinct possibility is that engineer 
Mauro Noccioli, the same guy who led 
Capirossi in 250cc racing this year, 
would run the superbike team. 

Capirossi wants to stay in GP racing, 
though finding a team capable of paying 
his $2 million contract would be diffi- 
cult. If the search is in vain, anything 
could be possible - even a sensational 
switch by Capirossi to World Superbike. 


ROSSI ON TOP 


Valentino Rossi is on cloud nine. The 
former 125cc World Champion used 
two updated 1998 RSVs with a massive 
quantity of evolution parts: frame and 
engine components, exhausts and other 
bits. His lap times were fast from day 
one, as he started with a 1:44.60 and 
then got down to 1:44.46, and then to 
the 1:43.80 that ended his test. 

“I was quite skeptical over the possi-

bility of further improving a bike like 
the Aprilia 250, which went so well this 
year, but I was wrong," Rossi said. "Our 
engineers are working miracles. We 
managed to complete numerous com- 
parisons between material already used 
in races and evolution bits, and in 
almost every case the new stuff is much 
better." Development work is already at 
a good point, so much so that Rossi will 
not take part in the next tests at Jerez, 
scheduled for December 14-16. Before 
the winter break, he has one more com- 
mitment, this time on four wheels: at the 
Rally of Monza with Ford Escort. 


MELANDRI TO 250? 


Marco Melandri, 16, made an impres- 
sive debut season in the 125cc World 
Championship, and the Benetton Honda 
Team, along with HRC, rewarded him 
with the opportunity to test the factory 
NSR260 - ridden last by Tohru Ukawa. 

Melandri did 43 laps, turning in a 
best time of 1:48.3. 

“This bike is really fantastic,” said 
the young Italian star. “This test is a 
dream for me. If, in the future - maybe 
in 2000 - I could pass to 250, now I know 
what I will find in the new class.” 

Melandri will continue to ride the 
125 next year, probably with Olivier 
Ligeois. CN

GORMAN, CA, OCT. 31-NOV. 1 
_t does not happen often, especially 
"in such a competitive series, but 
.Eric Hallgath flat out smoked the 
competition at the Prospectors' 13th 
annual California Grand Prix at the 
Hungry Valley SVRA. 

Hallgath and his KTM SX125 entered 
five races throughout the weekend, and 
he won three of them despite being 
down on horsepower in all but the 0- 
200cc race. The KTM-backed factory 





rider chalked up wins in the 
Unclassified, Vet and 0-200cc races, and 
scored a third-place finish in the 
250cc/Open combined race. 

Teamed with Joey Lanza, Hallgath 
also finished second in the Team Race to 
California Grand Prix Team Race repeat 
winners Drey Dirks and Spud Walters. 
With a combined $800 available for the 
first-place duo, many teams showed up 
to collect part of the purse, which paid 
down to 10th place. But the popular 
Team Race was only event number six in 
a weekend that saw 12 events line the 





starting gate of the Quail Canyon 
motocross track. 

Once again, the Prospectors laid out 
an 8-mile course that started competi- 
tors on the 1.2-mile-long motocross 
track and then ran them through the 
sand washes and ridge lines of Hungry 
Valley. Most races, with the exception of 
the Pee Wee and Kids races, were run 
on an hour-long schedule, giving com- 
petitors time enough to complete three 
to four laps on the course. 

Out of the 100 racers who started the 
Unclassified race, Hallgath was the first 
to complete the motocross track and 
head out onto the back section of the 
course. Team Green's Paul Krause, 
Dave Ondas and Oakley Lehman were 
in tow, as were Joey Lanza and Scot 
Harden. By the midpoint of the race, 
Hallgath had opened up a comfortable 
lead. Krause and Ondas were both sta- 
ble with second and third, but Lehman 
and Lanza battled back and forth, vying 
for the number-four spot. Lehman 
turned out to be the first finisher off the 
podium, despite working his way up 
from midpack. 

"The start was crazy because they let 
all the lines go at the same time,” 
Lehman said. "I caught up to Lanza and 
I had a hard time getting around him for 
a while because he had a pretty good 
pace. By the time I passed him, it was 
too late to catch Ondas." 

Hallgath didn't have much to say 
about his stellar ride. 

"| just pinned it the entire time and 
just held on to the win," he said. "I'm 
teaming up with Joey Lanza for the 
Team Race later today, so hopefully we 
can win some money." 

Jeff Willoh showed up at Gorman for 
the second year in a row to team with 
Lehman, but because he showed up late, 
he missed the Unclassified race and an 
opportunity to check out the course. 
However, Willoh was able to borrow an 
XR400, and he not only entered the 
Four-Stroke race, but he won the event 
over XR400-mounted David Glass 
and YZ400 rider Randy

The final race of the weekend was the 
250cc/Open race, and even though Hall- 
gath might have been on a hot streak, it 
was Hengeveld who jumped out front 
and stayed there. The win secured the 
250cc GP series championship for 
Hengeveld. Behind Hengeveld at the 
finish was teammate Lehman, followed 
by Hallgath, once again on his 125. With 
Krause injured, Ondas easily held the 
top Open spot the entire hour to chalk 
up yet another class win.

Fartway into the 16-lap main, Busse and 
Roy Nafzger collided after the Kawasaki 
catapult triple, taking both frustrated 
nders to the back of the field. Oettel 
soon got loose in the whoops, with 
Ezerins latching on to his Suzuki and 
delaying any further pursuit of the lead- 
ers. At the halfway point, it was Katin, 
Dunaway and then Martin marching 
eway, and those positions would remain 
unchanged to the end of the race. Martin 
had started in the back row and finished 
& hard-earned third. Dunaway was sec- 
ond. The only tense moment Katin expe- 
rienced was when he overshot a berm 
into the starting-line area and had to go 
around the gates and back onto the 
track. Obviously, he had a large-enough 
lead to remain out front. 

"In the 125 main, I rode a good race 
except for when I went off the track," 
Katin said. "I was looking at a few lap- 
pers and not looking at the line on the 
jump, and I hit a hole or something, and 
it kicked me up and over the berm." 

In the 250cc main, Dunaway and 
Katin were side by side through the first 
turn and the long whoop section. Katin 
came out ahead over Dunaway. The two 
had traveled together from Ohio to 
make the event, but neither was going 
to give way. More than halfway into the 
race, Katin seemed to tire out and Dun- 
away seemed to pick up speed, passing 
Katin after the whoops. 

“I was trying to push really hard at 
the beginning and was really concen- 
trating on the whoops because I thought 
I was slower through, but I got a little 
tired," Katin said after finishing second. 
“At least I got good starts, and that 
helped. I’m really happy." 

Dunaway cruised to a victory, with 
Katin, Ezerins, Brad Jerominski and 
Brandon Bartz rounding out the top 
five. 

"I was probably midpack at the start 
but made it up to third or second 
through the first turn," Dunaway said. 
“Later in the race, I saw an opening at 
the corner before the triple, and I got a 
better drive through the whoops, and I 
made the pass stick. It was a long race,

but I tried to put in 20 good laps, and it 
was good enough to come strong at the 
end." 

Dunaway, Busse, Ezerins, Katin, 
Martin, Michae! Koch, Fletcher, Raubs 
and Bartz lined up in the front row for 
the start of Saturday's 125cc Pro main. 
Bartz pushed his Yamaha to the lead 
into the first turn exiting the whoops, 
ahead of Katin, Jerod Middelson, Koch 
and Raubs. It wasn't long before Katin 
remembered the dollars that were at 
stake, and he got around Bartz, displac- 
ing him to second. 

Dunaway suffered a mediocre start 
but concentrated heavily on riding con- 
sistently and hoped for a break as he 
slowly charged through the park to 
come up to fourth place near the 
halfway point. Busse had crashed hard 
over a double, removing himself from 
contention. The running order at the 
halfway point showed Katin out front 
and Dunaway moving into second, with 
Bartz, Martin and Raubs rounding out 
the top five. Katin started to pull out a 
five-second lead over Dunaway. Look- 
ing much faster through the whoops, 
Katin had it dialed in. He cruised to 
another main-event win in the 125cc Pro 
class. Dunaway rode to a well-earned 
second, with Bartz capturing a podium 
spot with a third. 

The 250cc Pro main was the final 
event on Saturday night. Katin fought it 
out with Bartz for the holeshot as they 
went side by side through the fast left- 
hander into the whoops, which were 
getting worn down and fast. Katin exit- 
ed the whoops ahead of Bartz, with 
Dunaway and Ezerins close behind 
them. Katin chose his lines carefully and 
quickly moved ahead of the pack, set- 
ting the pace. Dunaway left Ezerins 
behind and set his sights on Bartz. The 
pair rode side by side around the jump- 
infested track, but it was Dunaway who 
came out in front for the runner-up spot 
behind Katin, who was thinking about 
checking out. 

Many lappers were beginning to 
mount in front of the leaders by the 
halfway point. Katin, Dunaway and 
Bartz led a Yamaha freight train through

the pack and on 
to the podium. 
Katin was 
unstoppable

end’s racing performance, 
winning Saturday evening’s 125cc Pro 
and 250cc Pro main events. He was 
obviously satisfied with his results over 
the weekend, having pocketed the 
biggest share of the winner’s purse. 

"| felt real good tonight,” Katin said. 
“Last night I tensed up a bit. I felt com- 
fortable, and getting good starts helped 
out. Lappers got out of the way much 
better tonight than last night and it was 
good racing. Bartz barely got me on the 
start, but we were side by side in the 
whoops, and I just got to the turn quick- 
er than he did.” 

Dunaway was relegated to third dur- 
ing the final scoring due to a technicali- 
ty, making way for Bartz to take the 
runner-up honors. Fletcher was fourth 
and Raubs fifth. CN

wo-time series champion Fred 
Hoess finished this year's campaign 
on an up note, tallying his 12th 
overall victory in the season-ending 
Green Marble Enduro. Out racing for fun 
after clinching the series championship at 
the previous round, the Bromley Suzuki- 
sponsored rider was one of an octet of 
riders to zero the user-friendly Green 
Marble course. Not one to rest on his lau- 
rels, Hoess managed his clock the best, 
dropping a mere 12 emergency points en 
route to victory. 
"Last weekend's race (the Delaware 
Enduro) left a bad taste in my mouth, 
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because I got lost and it probably cost me 


the win," said Hoess. "I didn't want to 
back into the championship, and the win 
today takes care of that. I was looking for- 
ward to a no-pressure, fun ride, and 
today's course and conditions certainly 
delivered." 

Tight scoring reigned among the day's 
top finishers. Mike McHale turned in his 
best finish of the season, claiming second- 
overall honors and the High Point A tro- 
phy. Posting another naught score and 
minimizing e-points, the YZ400 pilot 
turned in à 0-19 card, eking out third-over- 
all seed Mark Hummel by a single e-point. 
The XR400-mounted Hummel came in a 
tick behind McHale at 0-20, earning the 
first-place trophy in the Open A class. 





Fred Hoess closed out the ECEA Enduro 
Series with a win at the Green Marble 
Enduro in Pennsylvania. 


In another heartbreaker, KTM rider 
Craig Shenigo likewise finished another 
second behind Hummel. The AA rider 
tallied a 0-21 score to fill the fourth over- 
all slot and claim the first-place trophy 
in the AA class. Robert Mohn rounded 
out the top five overall, cruising in with 
a 0-25 finish - good enough for the win 
in the 200cc A class. 

The Green Marble Enduro started 
from a new, yet familiar, place. Run in 
and about a coal mine in Pennsylvania's 
Tower City region, it is the same spot 
that has been used for the National Hare 
Scrambles Series round hosted by the 
Reading Off-Road Riders. Fortunately, 
the Green Marble course used little of 
the RORR hare scrambles course, and 
the dry conditions were considerably 
different than the slick, wet springtime 
trail conditions experienced during the 
hare scrambles held here in recent years. 
In fact, weather conditions were just 
about perfect, contributing to a robust 
250-rider turnout. 

Nearly all riders lauded the short 
and simple course that was laid out by 
the club, and most considered it a wel- 
comed and deserved break after a 
lengthy 20-event season. As an enduro, 
it was barely legal - a short 60-some- 
odd-mile ride. Much of the ride was 
over fresh trail that actually had plenty 
of dirt left between the usual assortment 
of Pennsylvania shale, limestone and 
granite. As has been well learned during 
recent hare scrambles events, this sec- 
tion of coal country has nasty slabs of 
granite separated by deep crevasses, 
bony rock gardens and fields of loose 
rocks as gnarly as any the East Coast has 
to offer. Sections of trail cut into second- 
growth softwoods on mountainsides 
and tailing piles were tight and tricky. 
Fortunately, these short horror sections 
were tempered with the unabashed 
exultation of romping down moss-cov- 
ered cart roads and abandoned woods 
cuts. 


No mud, no slickness, plenty of ` 


good traction and little dust to boot, it 
was a throttle jock's nirvana and hands 
down the most forgiving (and enjoy- 
able) ECEA enduro course in recent 
memory. A most memorable obstacle 
was a lengthy, steep uphill of loose 
rocks traversed early in the morning. 
Riders with their suspension dialed easi- 
ly roosted over bowling-ball-sized litter 
scattered along the escarpment, while 
others often found themselves stricken 
by the momentum-robbing deflections. 
In race action, the enduro boiled 
down to three potential point-taking 
sections. Hoess posted near-perfect 
scores at two of these three point-taking 





checks, zeroing them all and minimizing 
his emergency-points loss. In the first 
section, run right out of the morning 
start control, Hoess orchestrated a per- 
fect 0-0 score through the checkpoint - 
no doubt the day's most challenging 
test. He stumbled some at check three, a 
section run without a check-in, posting 
10 e-points, and finished a mere two sec- 
onds off the benchmark pace at check 
seven. Hummel, Shenigo and McHale 
posted perfect double zeroes at check 
three, while McHale and A senior rider 
Cliff Tenney bested Hoess at check 
seven, dropping one and zero seconds, 
respectively. 

Nonetheless, Hoess (0-12) leveraged 
his first-section e-point advantage for 
the win, followed by McHale (0-19) and 
Hummel (0-20). 

Other pointless finishers were Bill 
Atkinson, Scott Chapkovich and Sean 
Cully, who finished sixth, seventh and 
eighth overall while posting 0-29, 0-47 
and 0-66 cards, respectively. The KDX- 
mounted Cully earned High Point B 
honors; he was the only rider from the B 
class field to ace the course. Runner-up 
to the HPB was KX250 rider Mike 
Tavani, whose one-point score was still 
good enough to break into the top 14 
overall and earn a class win. A pair of 
four-point cards topped the Novice 
class. Roy Harrel eked out the win over 
KX250-mounted Brian Kohl on emer- 
gency points, 248 to 280. Also of note 
was series runner-up Rich Lafferty, who 
burned the first checkout, with hot 
points accumulated there dropping him 
well down in the day's results. CY

ANTELOPE VALLEY, CA, NOV. 14-15 
op amateurs from across the 
region faced off this weekend for a 
two-day shootout for the honor 
and glory of being crowned the West 
Coast Youth Champion. 

Top amateurs such as Bobby Bonds, 
Shane Bess, Brandon Layton, Mike 
Alessi, Cole Seely and Virginia's Zach 
Osborne were just some of the nearly 
700 entrants who converged on the 
Antelope Valley Fairgrounds for what 
industry insiders billed as "America's 
richest Amateur Race." 

Race amateur and avid moto enthu- 
siast John Hemme spared no expense 
in achieving his goal of producing a 
truly quality event. More than $30,000 
worth of prizes were amassed, includ- 
ing 12 Honda Z50 mini trails for class 
champions, 25 Redline bicycles for sec- 
ond- and third-place finishers, and 
tons of other fun toys for the American 
youths, such as skateboards and video 
games. 

Division one 50cc (4-6) champion 
Michael Hall and Branson MX champi- 
on Nic Paluzzi battled throughout the 
weekend, with Hall taking overall wins 
both days in the Modified class, while 
Paluzzi took top honors in the Stock 
divisions on both days. The tie breaker 
was decided by the rider with the most 
moto wins, and Hall's six moto wins 
(compared to Paluzzi's two) was 
enough for Hall to clinch the title in this 
division. 

Osborne, who was this year's Ponca 
City Grand National champion, took an 
opportunity to race the West Coast 
championships while on tour with his 
dad, who was in town racing at the 
NHRA Winston Finals in Pomona. 
Young Zack handled the field aboard 
his bumblebee-colored Cobra, winning 
seven out of eight motos for the title in 
division two, 50cc (7-8). The only moto 
he didn't. win was the very first Stock 
race, in which an apparent case of lock- 
ing brakes relegated him to second 
place, behind AC Racing's Mike 
Meade. 

The 60cc (6-8) division three was 
clouded by controversy and was won by 
KTM's Cole Seely. Tye Hames was the 
first rider disqualified after he was 
proved to be older than the class allows 
(he was 9 years old and racing in the 6- to 
8-year-old class). Next, Nevada's Mark 
Proscelle was stripped of all his Stock- 
class points after confessing to riding a 
modified bike in both the Stock and 
Modified divisions. In the end, Seely's 
three moto wins were enough to score 
the championship over an ever-improv- 
ing Trent Pugmire and Chad Gores. 

The Alessi brothers controlled the pace 
in the 60cc (9-11) class, with Mike win- 
ning all eight motos in division four for 
the class win over his brother Jeff, who 
posted eight second-place finishes. Mike 
Alessi returned in division five, the 80cc 
(7-11) class, to battle Washington-bred 
Brandon Layton. Alessi posted the Modi- 
fied wins on both days while Layton took 
the Stock classes during each day. 

With the championship on the line 
and the overall win hanging in the bal- 
ance, the championship would be 
claimed by the winner of the final moto. 
Alessi led that particular race until the 
final lap but fell in a freshly watered 
turn, thus handing the victory to Layton. 

Team Yamaha's Layton and Team 
Green's Mike Alessi turned in arguably 
the week's fastest minicycle lap times by 
clocking in the 1:09-1:10 range consis- 
tently during Sunday's showdown. 





Team Suzuki's Shane Bess was the 
undisputed star of division six - the 
80cc (12-13) class - by winning seven 
out of eight motos en route to the title. 
The only moto he didn't win was the 
first of the weekend, which was won by 
Team Green's Sean Collier. Bess 
blamed a faulty ignition and lack of 
practice for his less-than-perfect show- 
ing in that moto, but he found redemp- 
tion later by running within three sec- 
onds of the week's top 125cc 
Intermediate racers.

Terry, just back from injury, won 
every moto in which he competed and 
raced unchallenged all week long. 

Division eight, the 125cc Beginner 
class, was the property of Larry Turner, 
who posted six out of eight moto wins 
for the championship. Turner, who was 
a true beginner, seemed to hold it all 
together despite some tough challenges 
from Brian Schaumburg and Charles 
Dana. Turner later turned his winnings 
(a Honda Z50) into $1000 cash by selling 
his prize to a Pee Wee dad before the 
end of the weekend. 

Division nine, the 125cc Novice class, 
saw former mini ace, Scott Howe, 13, 
win four out of eight motos for the title. 
Howe rode hot and cold all weekend; 
when he was hot, he was unbeatable, 
but when he was cold, he was tight and 
troubled - he gave way to Donnie Durri- 
er and Richie Owens, who each posted a 
couple of moto wins. But at the end of 
the day, it all worked out for Howe, 
who scored the championship with a 
healthy eight-point advantage over 
Donnie Durrier. 

The final amateur division was the 
125cc Intermediate, division 10, which 
was swept by 14-year-old Bobby Bonds. 
The Team Yamaha former mini star was 
flawless, winning all eight motos aboard 
his Thousand Oaks Yamaha-backed 
YZ125. Bonds topped Kyle Locke and 
Kevin Townsend for the overall champi- 
onship title. CN

UPPER LAKE, CA, OCT. 31 
oodland Cycle’s Suzuki- 
' mounted Tim J. Stowe drew 
| from his reserve of energy and 
stamina to beat the AA-class competi- 
tors and become the first A-class rider to 
claim an overall win in the 1998 North- 
ern California Championship Enduro 
Series. Stowe also won the 250cc A class 
in the Cowbell Enduro - round 10 of the 
series - with his winning score of 4.222. 

The 82-mile, two-loop course began at 
the Middle Creek OHV staging area in 
the Mendocino National Forest and was 
hosted by the Hayward Motorcycle Club. 

HMC's course coordinator, Jerry 
"Buffalo" Lozier, sent riders onto loop 
one, through Middle Creek's dry creek 
bed and up a trail that ran along clifflike 
drop-offs and had great views of Clear 
Lake and the Cow Mountain Recreation 
Area. 

Then the Sled Ridge Trail carried 
riders from the OHV area's lower ele- 
vation of about 1800 feet up to the 
higher trails that scramble between 
3200 and 4200 feet in elevation. Loop 
one covered nearly 47 miles of winding 
single-track trails, steep hills, creek 
crossings and tight, wooded sections. 
Speed averages ranged between 12 and 
24 miles per hour. The primary distinc- 
tion of the first loop, and the main chal- 
lenge of the event, was a long special 
test, just before gas, that was 17 miles 
long. Riders encountered one of the 
tightest trails and some of the thickest 
bushes that they have faced in the 
series - all at a 24-mph speed average. 

Sprocket Special- 
ists/Scott USA /FMF- 
sponsored Stowe 
dropped his only four 
points of the day 
when he emerged 
from the test with the 
fastest time. 

“I was riding at an 
unconscious pace," 
Stowe said. "I've been 
training and waiting 
for a long test like 
that all year, knowing 
my strength and sta- 
mina could outlast 
the others." 

Brian Butler, who

finished second overall and first in the 
AA class, came out of the test just 12 
seconds slower than Stowe - losing his 
only four points of the day in the test. 

"We really got to rail in that test; it 
was the best one we've had all fall," But- 
ler said. 

Third overall and second in the 250cc 
A class was Damien Galford, the only 
other rider to card just four points com- 
ing out of the test. 

"]t was hard to stay focused and not 
zone out in the test," Galford said, 
explaining how good it felt to catch and 





pass other riders. "I'm real jazzed that 
my time beat Craig (Wesner) in the test - 
it's the first time I have truly beat him." 

Several riders exited the test section 
with visible battle scars. Rick Bowser, the 
B-class overall winner, had large chunks 
missing from both jersey sleeves and 
fresh scratches and welts on his arms. 

"Man, that stuff was tight," Bowser 
said. "There goes another jersey." 

Another B-class rider, Randy Patter- 
son, couldn't find his wristwatch. 

"Those bushes snatched the watch 
right off my arm," he said. "I had it 
before the test, but now its gone." 
Oddly, his jersey sleeves weren't 
scraped or torn. 

It started raining as the first riders 
left the gas. Loop one had been dry and 
dusty, but the fresh rain caused riders to 
use some caution on the second loop. 

"The trails went from slick to dust, 
slick to dust, and we couldn't trust our 
tires," Stowe said. "Seeing was a bit of a 
problem when the rain kicked up the 
dust and it stuck to my goggles," Butler 
said. "Most of us weren't set up for rain, 
and our goggles fogged up." 











As the rain continued, air tempera- 
tures dropped, and riders tried different 
methods to keep warm, especially while 
on the fire roads and faster trails that led 
to the finish. 

Wesner, who ended up fifth overall 
and third in the AA class, said, "T rode 
with one hand on the gas and the other 
on the motor." 

Stowe, Galford and Dave Froman, 
fourth overall and second in the AA 
class, said they also tried using similar 
routines. Butler used a different 
approach. 

“I tried doing jumping jacks and aer- 
obic moves as I rode," explained Butler, 
“Then I realized how ridiculous I must 
look. I glanced back at the riders behind 
me, and they.were doing the same 
thing!" 

After the scores were calculated, 
Stowe's 4.222 kept him first, ahead of 
Butler's final score of 4.246. Galford, 
who said he crashed about a mile before 
the finish and thought he blew it, 
dropped one more point at the final 
check and ended the day with a 5.238. 
Froman turned in a 6.357, while Wes- 
ner's card totaled 7.313. 

When Stowe discovered he won, he 
quickly acknowledged the consideration 
of other riders. 

“I really thank the other riders for 
showing respect and pulling over so fast 
to let me pass in that long test,” Stowe 
said. “Otherwise, I may not have won.” €N

MAPLESVILLE, AL, NOV. 1 
wo-time SETRA enduro champi- 
T Franklin Ramey III wrapped 
up another win for Gas Gas by 
taking the overall at the Gobbler Getter 
Enduro in Maplesville, Alabama. Ramey 
dropped 34 points to claim his victory. 

“I didn't have any trouble to speak 
of,” Ramey said. “Missed a few checks 
by seconds, then I got turned around in 
a section before the gas, and that cost 
me a point. I have to say this was the 
toughest enduro I’ve raced to date.” 

In the runner-up position was KTM’s 
Allen Gravitt, who finished just one 
point shy of Ramey with a 35. 

"I had a good race,” Gravitt. "I 
missed the cards by a few seconds at a 
couple of checks and I got lost, but it 
was a good, tough enduro." 

Nolan Knight, riding for Gas Gas, 
rounded out the top three with a 42- 
point loss. 

“I had a decent ride today," Knight 
said. "I was a point or two off Franklin 
and Allen in a few sections, but I hung 
in there for an old SERA rider." 

SETRA front-runner Jason Chancey, 
who is in a close battle with Ramey and 
Gravitt, matched their scores early in 
the race but then got lost, resulting in 
his first DNF this year. 

The Gobbler Getter Enduro was an 
event co-sanctioned by SETRA and 
SERA. It has always had a reputation as 
one of the tougher races. This year, the 
Perry Mountain Motorcycle Club and 
trail boss Glenn Hollingshead pulled 
out all the stops and gave riders one to 
remember: The 90 miles of tough, tight 
trail would cause more DNFs than 
SETRA has seen in a long while. The 
area is blessed with an abundance of 
challenging terrain: Roots, rocks, hills 
and tight, technical trails were the norm. 

"This race could easily be a Nation- 
al," Gravitt said. "We don't have one in 
the South right now, and Glenn could 
host a good one." 

The enduro was divided into seven 
points-stealing sections. Some of the 
later sections of trail were used twice. 
The first two sections were run with an 
18-mph average. The remainder were 
run at 24 mph. 

The beginning of the first section 
came at 3.3 miles, leading to 5.7 miles of 
tight trail. The terrain was hard to tackle 
- even at the low speed average. Ramey 
posted the fast time with a one-point 
loss. Gravitt was next with a two, as 
were SERA AA rider Stephen Reed and 
Neeley Racing's Chancey. 

“I missed that check by three sec- 
onds," Gravitt said later. "It pretty much 
cost me the race." 

SETRA AA riders Doug Masencup 
and Mike Grizzle, SERA's George 
Waller Jr. and Nolan Knight all dropped 
three points. Section two, another 5.7- 
miler, was a bit easier, and all the AAs 
cleaned it. 

The third section consisted of 
Maplesville's infamous switchbacks - 
10.8 miles of them. The trail weaved up 
and down through handlebar-width 
trees, with patches of clear-cut added to 
make things interesting. The speed aver- 
age was bumped to the usual 24 mph, 
and Chancey kicked things up a notch to 
post the fast time, dropping four points. 


“I knew Franklin got me in the first ` 


section, and I just had to speed up,” said 
Chancey. | 

Ramey, Gravitt, Knight and Reed all 
dropped five. Waller, Grizzle and 
Masencup posted sixes. 

“I got a little turned around in this

section," Ramey said. "In the clear-cut, 
there were some arrows torn away, or | 
just missed one, but it cost me some 
time finding the trail." 

The final section before the gas was a 
short 5.6 miles. This time, it was Reed 
and his Kawasaki that posted the fast 
time with a one-point loss. Rainey was 
next with a two, as were Gravitt, Knight 
and Chancey. Masencup, Waller and 
Grizzle dropped three points. The gas 
stop came at 53 miles, giving everyone a 
break. 

The temperature was in the 80s by 
this time, and the trail was dusty. Up to 
this point, Reed, Ramey and Chancey 
were tied at eight points each. Gravitt 
had a nine. 

"Dust was bad in places," Gravitt 
said. "It made it hard to pass slower rid- 
ers. Sometimes it was so dusty, I 
couldn't see the ground, and I was rid- 
ing about B-rider speed." 

The first points taker after the gas 
would be the longest of the race, at 15 
miles. Gravitt knew he was a point 
down and that he would fave to crank 
it up. Ramey knew that this was the 
type of terrain that Gravitt and his 200 
craved. This section was tight and used 
some of the trail from the first 18-mph 
sections of the race. But now it was at 
24. The trail had changed dramatically, 
as several hundred riders had ridden 
through. Braking and acceleration 
bumps covered the trail. 

Ramey and Gravitt would match 
scores with six points - two less than the 
next-closest riders. This was also where 
Chancey saw his race end. 

"I was riding hard and was at the 
first possible in the section," Chancey 
said. "There wasn't a check, so I gassed 
it, thinking there just wasn't a check-in. I 
was well into my minute before I real- 
ized I was lost. I had been following 
arrows; I was just following them in a 
section we had ran earlier. I ran into 
Clay Beering (Former SERA enduro 
champ), and he was lost, too. By then it 
was too late, so we both called it a day. 1 
would have liked to ride the second 
half. That's where the real race was." 

Knight went into the section late, los- 
ing a point at the check-in and posting 
an eight-point loss, as did Masencup. 

“I broke a brake pedal off in the sec- 
tion after the gas," Knight said. "It cost 
me, but I was able to replace it at the 
reset." 

At 81 miles, it was time for the C rid- 
ers to call it a day. The cutoff would 
ease some of the passing problems in 
the final sections. After a small reset, it 
was on to a 10.8-miler. It was a repeat of 
the previous section, with both Gravitt 
and Ramey matching each other's score 
of seven. Knight, Masencup and 200cc A 
rider Matt Joachim all dropped eight. 
Grizzle and 250cc A winner Russell 
Epley dropped nine, and Waller lost 10. 


The final trail of the day began with a 
restart at 111.0 miles. Most riders never 
made it this far, as the two sections 
before caused the majority of the DNFs. 
This last trail would arguably be the 
toughest. It was 11.2 miles of tight 
switchbacks. Up and down, right turn, 
left turn - it went like that for most of 
the section. It was difficult enough to 
claim more than a point a mile from 
SETRA’s two best riders. Gravitt and 
Ramey lost 13 points each. 

“I crashed hard on one of the down- 
hills," Gravitt said. "I was tired, and on 
the downhill there was a hard right 
turn. I couldn't get my foot off the rear 
brake, and the rear end lost traction, 
swung around and wrapped me 
around a tree. I’m just lucky nothing 
broke." 

"My Gas Gas worked real good 
today," Ramey said. "I had a few close 
calls, but luckily I never had any spills. 
It was a good race - by far the toughest 
l've seen in a while; a good one, 
though." 

Grizzle, Waller and Masencup all 
dropped 15, easily putting them in the 
top 10. SERA's Matt Joachim, in the 
200cc class, dropped 48 points to claim 
High Point A honors. Overall B came 
from the 250cc class, with Kim Watson 
dropping 58 points. Overall C went to 
Scott Mount with a score of 31. He, too, 
rode the 200cc class. €N

Dubin from sweeping the 250cc Pro class at the 
IMS/Glen Helen Raceway-sponsored supercross 
event on Halloween night.

Dubin continued to ride strongly, 
developing a comfortable six-second lead, Back 
in the pack, a determined Polasek picked up two 
positions, which placed him in third. With his 
sights set on the leader, Polasek then passed 
Frampton in the second turn after the spectator 
jump. Polasek closed in on Dubin, but Dubin 
stayed smooth and held the lead to the finish.

Olson tops REM 
Glen Helen Motocross

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, NOV. 10 
Motocross Action’s Alan Olson claimed the 
overall victory in the Over 50 Master class by 
posting two runaway moto wins at Racing 
Enterprises Motosports’ weekly Saturday 
motocross, held at Glen Helen Raceway Park. 

When the gate hit the ground in the first 
moto, it was Ray Pisarski grabbing the holeshot 
on his trick Honda XR440. Olson pushed his 
KTM 250 into second, while Bill Carr slid his 
YZ250 up to third. Horst Leitner held the fourth 
position, and RM250-mounted George Kohler 
filled out the top five. For the first two laps, all 
the action was up front as Pisarski and Olson 
argued over the top position. The two riders 
were never separated by more than two bike 
lengths. This battle lasted until the riders were 
on their third lap, when Olson passed Pisarski 
on the downhill roller coaster and took com- 
mand of the race. 

Another racer on the move was Kohler. The 
Suzuki rider had moved all the way up to third 
by the halfway mark in the moto, and soon he 
was. on Pisarski's fender and looking for a place 
to pass. Kohler made the pass on the next lap in 
the back section of the track to take over second. 
Meanwhile, Olson was long gone. When the 
checkers came out at the end of moto one, it was 
Olson taking a comfortable win. Kohler was 
next best, while Pisarski held on to claim the 
third position. 

When the riders lined up to do it for the sec- 
ond time, it was Leitner who nabbed the 
holeshot on his YZ250. Leitner's lead was short- 
lived, however, as Olson banzaied by in turn 
two and took over the lead. Pisarski had once 
again gated well and had his Honda thumper in 
third. Fourth was occupied by Bengt Johansson, 
while Carr moved into fifth at the end of lap 
one. Olson, who happens to be one of the most 
accomplished Vet racers in the world (he holds 
multiple World titles in various age divisions), 
proceeded to check out from the rest of the pack. 

By the third lap, Olson was 20 seconds out 
front and putting on a clinic. Back in the pack, 
Pisarski was the man on the move. The Honda 
rider followed Leitner around for a few laps and 
then put the pass on to take over second just 
after the halfway point in the moto. Carr was 
also moving up, as the YZ rider had gone 
around both Johansson and Leitner to move into 
third just as the white flag came out. When the 
checkers flew, it was Olson coasting in for the 
win to complete his perfect day. Pisarski took 
the runner-up position while Carr ended up 
third. On the day, the overall victory went to 
Olson by virtue of his 1-1 finishes. Pisarski gar- 
nered second place after posting 3-2 scores, 
while Carr's 5-3 tally was good for third.

Currie no chicken in 
Livestock AX

OCALA, FL, NOV. 6-7 
The Florida Arenacross Championship Series 
visited the Southeast Livestock Pavilion in Ocala 
with a $6000 purse up for grabs in the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes. When all was said and done, 
F&S Suzuki /Performance Engineering /Sinisalo- 
backed Paul Currie swept both classes on Friday 
night, winning both the heat races and main 
events. . 

In the 125cc Pro main, Currie led the eight- 
rider field into turn one, with Ronnie Renner, 
Jarrett Tipping, Jason Fink and Jason Thomas 
trailing behind. Fink bobbled exiting the first 
turn and Thomas and Tyson Hadsell slipped by. 
Currie and Renner pulled away from the pack as 
Thomas and Hadsell pressured Tipping for 
third. Tipping then made a mistake as Thomas, 
Hadsell and Fink raced by. Currie now con- 
trolled the race and looked good on his first out- 
ing on the RM. He sailed over the finish-line 
triple to score the win ahead of Renner, Thomas, 
Hadsell and Fink. 

As the 250cc final lined up, it was between 
heat winners Currie and Thomas. When the rub- 
ber band snapped, Currie shot out into the lead, 
with Thomas, Renner, Kenny Yoho and Hadsell 
following.

Renner, Yoho and Hadsell rounded out the top 
five positions. 

On Saturday night, Thomas swept both class- 
es, taking home $800 in purse. money.

Currie bobbled off the triple as Thomas motored 
by, but Currie then charged back and pushed 
Thomas wide exiting a turn, forcing both riders 
off the track. That allowed Renner to grab the 
lead. Currie crashed out of the moto and didn't 
finish. Thomas, however, re-entered the race 
behind Renner and just in front of Hadsell. The 
three front-runners battled for the win, with 
Thomas passing Renner late in the race to take the - 
win. Renner finished second, with Hadsell, Tip- 
ping and Fink rounding out the top five places. 

Thomas picked up where he left off in the 
125cc final by leading the 11-man 250cc main 
into turn one, with Renner, Jeremy Shuttleworth, 
Kirk Layfield and Tipping following. Thomas 
and Renner quickly distanced themselves from 
the pack, as Shuttleworth had his hands full with 
Tipping and Hadsell. Thomas, on his ProAc- 
tion/Thor-backed YZ, opened up a three-second 
lead over Renner that he would hold to the fin- 
ish. Hadsell slipped by Tipping and Shuttle- 
worth to finish third.

Cowbell Enduro 
rings in changes

BELLINGHAM, WA, OCT. 25 

A major format change was the order of the day 
when the Mount Baker Motorcycle Club held its 
68th consecutive Cowbell Enduro, regarded by 
many as the granddaddy enduro of the region 
and a national-caliber event. 

Held in the hills below the 10,000-foot 
Mount Baker, the Northfork area has a reputa- 
tion of being difficult on good days, and border- 
ing on impossible in bad weather. Riders 
breathed a sigh of relief at the sign-up, as no rain 
had fallen for a week and "scattered clouds" 
was the forecast for the day. Longtime event 
chairman Lyle Duronso explained the enduro 


changes. 


“We have seen a steady decline in our 
enduros across the States this year," Duronso 
said. “We are trying to attract some of our off- 
road racers by leaving out the timekeeping. We 
are going to run 10 known controls and two 
emergency checks. We still have Jart Charts, and 
a rider could keep time but, basically, you can 
bust ass to the checkpoint and wait for your 
minute to come up. I know they will lose points 
at the ‘E’ checks. We ran special tests on them in 
June, and I know how fast Lafferty, Hawkins 
and Davis can go.” 








Not all of the Enduro series riders approved. 
Big-bucks timekeeping equipment had little or 
no advantage over bare-bars riders. As a matter 
of fact, at least the top three finishers had no 
timekeeping gear. 

Starting out in minute one was Dean Dorset, 
who bought the first minute of the Cowbell in 
an auction to raise money for the Team Wash- 
ington riders going to the ISDE in Australia. 
Dorset owned the whole first row 

The first section to check one is known as 
"Riverside Drive" - lots of sand and bermed cor- 
ners, Section two was a little tougher, with a few 
short, uphill, root portions. Still, most riders left 
on time. Section three was a long downhill in the 
dark of the evergreen forest. Several attention- 
getting switchbacks have resulted in the section 
being named "The Widow Maker." 

The next section held more downhill single- 
track. The trails weren't tough, but one foot off 
the trail and you could count on a bad test. At the 
bottom of Race Horse Creek, Jason Dahners and 
Gary Furrenes tied with 1:58 each. Most of the A 
riders and some B riders had threes in the section. 
At the gas stop, all of the short-course riders 
turned in their cards. It was a very short ride, but 
it would have been à lot different in the rain. 

Loop two started out on the same trails, but 
each section had a hard option added.

By the finish, Dahners had gone a point up 
on Furrenes. As the riders finished, they said it 
hadn't been so tough as to scare B riders away, 
but the top riders had still easily outscored 
them.

` Ë two races of the year, Mick Doohan 
just blew everybody away. It was only 
&lose in the points table and that was 
because after 11 races, Mick had gone 
pointless three times while Max Biaggi 
and Alex Criville had scored in every 
race. 
= But, if we were talking about playing 
pool, everybody kind of knew that there 
were too many balls left in play for any- 
body to breath easy. With three races left 
(four if Brazil hadn't been canceled), Mick 
just ran the table and slammed the eight 
ball in the corner pocket with authority. 
-. Rack 'em up for next year! Anybody 
feelin’ lucky? 
. When you look at the final points 
totals (and when you look at the faces of 
Mick's rivals), 1998 looks just like the 
four previous seasons. And, to tell the 
truth, when Mick finished races, it was 
like those last seasons. In Argentina, we 
Saw what we've been seeing all season. 
Mick was just head and shoulders above 
the rest. Because Mick made a couple of 
mistakes - running off the track in Japan 
and later having his engine break there, 
and then crashing on the first lap in the 
Czech Republic - and because he got 
knocked off the track in Jarama by Max, 
the points were close. 
Alex and Max were finishing all the 
aces. This wasn't the year that some- 
body could have beaten Mick and taken 
his title, but it was a year when some- 
body could have stolen the 500cc crown. 
". But when Mick finished races, he was 
always first or second, and when Alex 
rand Max both dropped a. result in 
‘Barcelona, the situation in the points 
‘table suddenly reflected the real situa- 
tion that we had been seeing on the 
track all year. Mick was dominant. 
=» And once he got back in front in 
points, he decided to destroy his rivals, 
to kill off any hopes or dreams they had 
eft about beating him. Remember the 
warmup in Australia: It was chilly, and 
here sure as hell wasn't as much grip as 
there had been the day before in qualify- 
ing, but Mick went out and just blitzed 
leverybody. From about the second lap, 
he was a half-second off his best qualify- 
ing time. 
| The other guys see those times and 
Isay, "Give us a break" Mick doesn't cut 
lany slack for anybody. He's a racing 
machine. No, that's not right. He's not a 
machine. He's just all racer. He wants to 
in every time. He wants to be the 
fastest in every practice session, in the 
warmup and in the race. He wants to

start on the pole, pull away, break all 
the records and win. It's a ball-buster 
when somebody does that to you. 

And, remember, this wasn't a great 
year for Mick. In Argentina, he got away 
from everybody and got to record times 
while the other guys were still trying to 
ease into a race pace. When Tadayuki 
Okada finally got rolling, he actually 
beat Mick's best time, but by then it was 
over. Mick was five seconds ahead and 
cruising. Nobody pushed him, so you 
wonder if he could have run down into 
the 43s if he had to. I think he could 
have, but nobody made him do it. 

Wayne Rainey won a lot of races and 
three World titles by charging out of the 
gate and smoking everybody on the first 
10 laps. By the time the guys chasing got 
some fuel burned off and got into a hot 
rhythm, Wayne was so far up the road 
that it was demoralizing. And then, if 
you did catch him, you still had to pass 
him - and if you passed him, you knew 
he was going to fight back and that it 
was going to be a long afternoon. 

I could see in Argentina that Mick 
wanted to make sure nobody went home 
thinking, "Man, I can get this guy next 
year." Now these guys go home shaking 
their heads and wondering if Mick is 
ever going to retire. And, I'll tell you, 
Mick is kind of hanging that retirement 
out there and saying he's going to pack it 
in after 1999, but I'm just not so sure. 
This guy is 33 now, but he's a better racer 
and he's in better shape and more confi- 
dent now than when he was 28 or 29, 
which is the prime for most 500cc riders. 

Mick's clock is not like other guys' 
clocks. He runs on determination, and 
as long as he feels the will twin that he 
is feeling now, he's going to be just 
about impossible to beat unless some- 
body comes along who has the right 
combination of natural ability, work 
ethic, conditioning and spirit. If you 
could see the way this guy trains! And 
he's smart - race-track smart. He doesn't 
waste time at the race track. From the 
minute he steps into the paddock, he's 
working on getting himself and the bike 
into the best possible form for 2 p.m. on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Max Biaggi had a fantastic season, 
but he lost more than just points in 
Barcelona when he was disqualified. 
After Barcelona, he knew he'd lost his 
chance to win the championship. He 
was leading in points there and says he 
would have won. We'll never know 
what would have happened there, but 
remember, before all the stop-and-go 
and black-flag stuff broke up that race,

Mick had caught Max and Alex Barros 


and looked like he was getting ready to 
go right through them into the lead. 
After that, Max and Alex both knew it 
was over. Unless Mick fell off or broke 
down in Australia, they were going to 
have to wait until next year to start all 
over again with a clean points sheet. 
Okada, in the postrace press confer- 
ence said, "Maybe next year." That's 
what Cub fans always say, but the next 
year doesn't get any better unless you get 


better. (Note for non-baseball fans: 


Mamola is referring to the Chicago Cubs, 
the underperforming baseball team in 
the National League which is mysteri- 
ously blessed with a huge following of 
loyal fans who have not seen their team 


` win a title since 1908. Maybe next year!) 


Hey, if Mick wins 10 or so out of the 
16 races in next year's schedule, I think 
there's a good chance he'll look at the 
record of 68 wins by Giacomo Agostini 
and see he's only about four races back 
and he'll say, "What the hell? Let's go 
for it." 

If some of these guys are waiting for 
Mick to retire, they may end up waiting 
out the best years of their careers and 
they may even lose their rides before 
Mick decides to quit. If these guys - Criv- 
ille and Checa and Max and Simon Cra- 
far and the rest - make it easy for him, he 
could keep winning for two or three 
more years. If they want to retire Mick, 
they've got to beat him, and when they 
can't beat him, they have to at least push 
him. They have got to be nipping at his 
heels. And to do that, they have to get 
better and faster and stronger and more 
focused. To beat Mick, they either have 
to speed up or Mick has to slow down. 

I’ll tell you, there was a new Mick 
Doohan in the second half of the season. 
In the opening races, Mick was having 
to battle back from bad starts after get- 
ting beat off the line, but by the end of 
the season he was getting holeshots and 
blasting away - especially these last two 
races. That's what Max did in Japan and 
what Criville did in Spain. They got the 
lead and then just smoked everybody 
lap after lap after lap. But Mick does it 
on a consistent basis. 

Another thing: Whether he likes a 
place or not, he gets down to business 
and he works to get the best bike for the 
race. Mick got to Argentina and hated 
the track conditions. It was slick and 
patched with silicon in the cracks. It was 
ridiculous, but he said what he thought 
of the track and then put that to the back 
of this mind and went out and won.

and I wished we'd never go there, but 


when we got there, I knew that I had to 
concentrate all the harder and work 
harder to win there. That's a lesson Alex 
Criville has to learn - not just Alex, but 


"everybody. This is the World Champi- 


onship, and you can have tracks you 
like and tracks you don't like, but you 
have go flat out everywhere and for the 
entire race. 

I mean, look at Norifumi Abe. He 
doesn't look like he has his head in the 
race. He qualifies for the fifth row and 
then, bang, with about 10 laps to go, he 
wakes up and suddenly does 44s and 
passes everybody in his group, clearing 
off from Max and finishing fourth. Those 
last laps (two 44.7s) show he can do it, 
but he has to do it all the time. That's 
what he's paid for. He's paid to work 
hard. If you are unfocused, focus. If you 
are scared of the race track, quit being 
scared of the track. A racer has to put it 
on the line every time he goes out there, 
and once you start giving a little less now 
and then, you start being less of a racer. 

Look, let's take Alex Criville: When 
he races in Spain, he's so comfortable in 
his own country that he really focuses. 
He doesn't have to force himself to do 
anything. He's in front of the people he 
cares about and who care about him and 
he gives everything he's got and he may 
be under a lot of pressure, but it's good 
pressure. 

And he's just so hard to beat and 
pass in Spain, but then he goes to Don- 
ington Park or Argentina and he's just 
not the same guy. The Crivilles and the 
Checas and the Abes have to learn from 
Mick and from Max. 

Max did a hell of a job this year. His 
spirit may have been broken a little in 
Barcelona and he may have lost a little 
motivation or concentration because he 
was so involved in negotiating for next 
year, but he did a hell of a job racing a 
bike twice as powerful as anything he 
has ever ridden before and at a lot of 
tracks where he had no testing on the 
500. Max knew how to use the data that 
HRC gives out to the Honda riders and 
he had the experience of racing up front 
and winning for four years in 250 to 
make him tough and aggressive. He also 
had Erv Kanemoto in his corner. There's 
nobody better at what he does than Erv. 

What Max did as a rookie is just a 
warning of what is to come from this 
guy, and if Alex and the other 500cc 
guys don't step up their game and get 
tougher, train harder and focus more, 
Max is liable to get away from them 
along with Mick next year. UN
